BELVIDERE, Hl., Aug. . nere has been 
and still exists a possibility of political com- 
plications in Boone County, arising from the 
action of the lute County Convention, held in 
June last. The facts are as follows: In pur- 
suance of a call issued by the County Com- 
mittee, a convention was held at that time to 
select delegates to the Congressional and

THE TRIPLE BUTCHERT. 


Second Day of the Excitement 
and Horror in Logan 
County. 

Multiplying Evidences of the Re- 
morseless Nerve of the 
Murderers. 


Suspicion Naturally Directed to a 
Person Known as a Bad 
Man from Texas. 


He Is Already Being Shadowed, and 
Will Undoubtedly Fall under 
Arrest. 


The Governor Offers a Reward for Each 
of the Murderers of the Three 
Victims. 


Spectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 

Mr. Puvaski, LiL, Aug. 22.—The sole 
topic of conversation in this and the neigh- 
boring towns continues to be the mysterious 
triple murder of Charles McMahon, Robert 
Matheny, and John Carlock, the circum- 
stances of which have been fully detailed in 
Tue Tripune’s dispatches. This terrible 
crime has naturally awakened a universal 
feeling of horror and indignation, but the 
public mind is so thoroughly mystified that 
this feeling has not yet been abie to find ex- 
pression. The whole job was 80 carefully 
planned, and was carried out in such an ar- 
tistic manner, as to apparently leave no clew 
whatever to the perpetrators, Those who 
have studied the circumstances carefully 
have united in reaching the conclusion that 
the affair was the work of no ordinary vil- 
iain. Everything indicates that it was 
planned and executed by an experienced and 
daring criminal, thoroughly familiar with 
all the tricks of the burglar and highway- 
man. A novice in crime could not have so 
readily manufactured from the materials at 
hand the gags with which the three victims 
of this foul murder were prevented from 
making any outery, and no common burglar 
could have slit their throats from ear to ear 
in such “a smooth and artistic manner, for the 
man who performed this part of the fiendish 
deed possessed a keen blade, a firm hand, 
anda steady nerve. It must also be as 
sumed that this murder was planned and 
perpetrated by men familiar with the pe- 
culiar manner in which McMahon lived, the 
isolated and unprotected condition of his 
house, the general lay of the ground, and 
the belief Eee be kept considerable money 
about the premises. 

McMahon, though well-to-do, was ex- 
tremely close in money matters, and lived 
only as a pauper or uiser would 
live, so far as home comforts 
are concerned. lle and the two 
employés who met their death with him 
lived in asmall house containi but two 
rooms, and these, when inspected by THE 
TRIBUNE correspondent today, presented an 
appearance of squalor seldom witnessed in 
the lowliest hovel. In one room stood a di- 
lapidated cooking-stove, such cooking uten- 
sils as were absolutely necessary, and two 
beds which few tramps even could have 
been induced to sleepin. The bedding was 
black with dirt, and had not been washed or 
changed for months. It is not likely that 
the doors of the house were ever locked or 
the windows ever clused, and it was — to 
see that experienced burglars could readily 
have effected an entrance and overpowered 
the occupanis while asleep. 

Although the premises have been carefully 
scrutinized, uo trace of the daring assasins 
has been found, except the footprints lead- 
ing from the scene of the tragedy to the State 
road. But these may yet prove of impor- 


tance: 

Though completely dazed at first by their 
inability to account for this atrocious mur- 
der, McMahon’s neighbors are resvived to 
spare no effort to unravel the mystery in 
which his sudden taking-off is wrapped. To- 
day they effected, an organization, under the 
leadership of William E. Williams, and be- 

athorough and systematic search over 

entire farm. Two parties, one on horse- 
beck and one on foot, enlisted for this for- 
lern hope, and the search will be continued 
until every nook and corner of the neighbor- 
hood has n thoroughly ransacked. It is 
hardly to be expected the labor of 
these willing volunteers will be rewarded, but 
the work is worth doing, and itis hoped that 
some slight clew may be discovered. It is be- 
lieved that the assasins could not have gone 
through with their work of butchery without 
being stained with blood, and that somewhere 
in the neighborhood they probably discarded 
the garments which must have been stained 
with evidences of their guilt. If these can 
be found the searchers will feel amply re- 
warded for their trouble, 

The county authorities and outside detect- 
ives who are working up the case so thor- 
oughly appreciate their suddenly-acquired 
prominence that they refuse to impart any in- 
formation, and endeavor to cover up their 
movements with an absurd air of mystery. 
Their first step was the arrest late last night 
in Latnam, about five miles from McMahon’s, 
of a young man named Frank Rush, who 
was recently discharged by McMahon, and 
against whom suspicion was at first directed 
because be was reported to have made threats 
that he would “get even” with McMahon. 
He did not seem to be at all troubled by his 
arrest, saying that he knew nothing about the 
crime, and claimed that heslept in a box-car 
in Latham last Friday night with one My- 
ers. ‘This statement has been denied by 
Myers, who said he did not see Kush after 10 
o’clock that night, and no oné could be found 
who saw him there after 11 o’clock. Rush 
was arrested more as a matter of precaution 


than because he was believed to have been 


concerned in the crime, and the State’s-At- 
torney, said this afternoon that he’ would be 
discharged, nor is any importance attached 
to his arrest by any of the officers. 

There is, however, a possibility that the au- 
thorities are today on the track of the guilty 
parties. The finger of suspicion has been 
pointed towards one M. R. Hall, for the past 
six or eight months a residentof Mount 
Pulaski. Hallspent about a dozen years in 
Texas, and is accused of 9 associated in 
that State with a rough and desperate class 
of men—an assuciation which would have 
fitted him for the commission of such abutch- 
ery as that which has almost paralyzed the 
community. Since coming here he has been 
engaged in selling sewing-machines in a 
small way, without much success, and lat- 
terly, becomi reduced in finances, has 
done some work for different farmers who 
were thrashing grain, His brother, Noah 
Hall, married a sister of McMahon, and M. 
R. Hall had every opportunity of knowing 
all about McMahon's manner of life and his 
financial transactions. Suspicion has been 
directed toward him by a report that he was 
seen coming into Mount Pulaski at an early 
hour Saturday morning with his trousers 
wet upto the knees, as they would have been 
had he been walking through the damp 
grass and weeds where McMahon’s body 
was found. Other rumors state that the 
shirt which Hall wore Sunday bore stains 
which resembled blood carefully washed 
out, and that his actions and statements 
since the tragedy became known have been 
suspicious. Hall drove to Lincoln this 
morning with his wife, and it was at once 
rumored that he had been arrested. He had 
not been at this writing, but he has been 
shadowed all day, and probably will be ar- 
rested, Hall has a brother named Oliver liv- 
ing in Springfield, and some of those at work 
on the case suspected that he might have as- 
ee ean job, 

Sher ‘addell and others went to Spring- 
field today and found Oliver Hall working 
on a railroad construction train. It is un- 
derstood that they became satistied that he 
had no connection with the murder. Some 
of the citizens here are inclined to beileve 

if M. R. Hall committed this murder he 
was assisted by one John A. Peltz. of Mt. 
Pulaski, but there seems to be no reason for 
accusing him of complicity in this crime 
except the fact his reputation is un- 


savory, and that he has been more or less in- 


timately associated with Hall These re- 
ports are all being thoroughly sifted, and it 
will probably be shown within a few days 
whether there is any probability of hunti 
down and convicting the fiends guilty of this 
most atrocious 1 murder. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Aug. 22.— The Governor 
has offered a reward of $200 for each of the 
murderers of McMahon, Matheny, and Car- 
lock, who were killed near Mt. Pülaski Fri- 
day night. .

Millis at Lawrence, Mass., Have Ob- 
tained Employment Elsewhere,

LAWRENCE, Mass., Aug. 22.—The union of 

Pacific Mill operatives, who struck work in 

March last, may now be regarded as dis- 

solved. ‘TM# officers of the organization sub- 

mit a statement of its conduct, its probable 
effect upon the management of the corpora- 
tion in future, and the condition of its 
finances at the period of dissolution. At the 
beginning of the strike the report says that 
over 851 operatives left work. Of these less 
than 150 returned to the Pacific 
Mills. The remainder were assisted 
to leave the city and obtain employment 
elsewhere, while their families or depend- 
ents were supplied by the union, anticipat- 
ing the results of a strike. The report says 
further that the Pacific Mills will learn the 
blunder made in causing old practical help to 
leave them. A great majority of the strikers 
have secured employment elsewhere, and 
will never return to the Pacific at the re- 
duced schedule of wages, the result being 
serious detriment to the Pacific corpora- 
tion and a gain to its rivals. The 
strikers feel that the stand made 
wil beneficial to the cause of 
labor elsewhere than in Lawrence, and

cost them many sacrifices, it was infinitly 

more disastrous to the moral and commercial 
interests of the Pacific Mills. Another re- 

sultof the strike was the conception of a 

confederation of trades which was produced 

directly from the Pacific strike.

Re-election of Overton, Who Will 
Fight the Railroads to the Bitter 
End. ™

LitTLE Rock, Ark., Aug. 22.—Specials re- 
ceived today from Indian Terriory give full 
particulars of the late election in Chickasaw 

Nation. The contest was bitter from the 

start, and the election of the Hon. B. F. Over- 

ton, as principal chief or Governor, is re- 
garded as a great triumph for what is known 
as the stalwart” Indian element. Overton 

is a man of education and ability, and a 

strong partisan of the Indians against all 

attempts to infringe upon their rights as 
guaranteed by solemn treaties. He has 
filled the office of Governor for five years. 

Last September he resigned owing to local 

troubles, and since then Gov, Hicenba 

has filled the office. During Over- 
ton’s administration the Nation has 
made giant strides in the matter 
of progress. There are now four schpols of 
a high order in the country, while mission- 
aries have flourished apace. Tishomingo, 
the Capital, has also greatly improved. The 
nation comprises a tract ot land eighty miles 
square, running from the Red to the Cana- 
dian River. The land is very fertile, and 
many of the Indians have amassed fortunes 
from raising and selling stock. The Chicka- 
saws were opposed to the bill which recently 
passed both Houses ot Congress granting the 
right of way to the St. Louis & San Fran- 
cisco Road through the Indian country; and

CALUMET RIVER. 

THE RECOMMENDATIONS OF MAJ. LYDECK- 
ER, WHICH LED TO THE RECENT ORDER. 
Spectal Dispatch to The Unicago Tribune. 

W AsuIneron, D. C., Aug. 22.—The follow- 
ing are extracts from the report of Maj. Ly- 
decker on the improvement of the Calumet 
River, upon which the recent action of the 
War Department was based, the project in- 
volving the construction of a ship canal 
through Calumet River and Lake to Pull- 


man: 

The Calumet River must be rectified and deep- 
ened to an extent that will make it navigable 
for the largest of lake craft, Whether the work 
should be undertaken by the United States Gov- 
ernment is a matter for Congress to determine, 
but I would note that a vast commerce, including 
a beavy tonnage in iron, coal, and lumber 
is already directiy interested in its accomplish- 
ment, while it is likely that the dirficulties of 
communication through the Chicago Kiver, 
owing to its overcrowded condition, will develop 
an extensive traffic in grain and other bulky 
commodities at this locality. The money inter- 
ests involved may be mainly local, but the ad- 
vantage that will result from any considerable 
increase in the facilities for transfer between 
lake and rail communication in this vicinity 
wilt be as far-reaching as the general ad- 
vantages of our lake commerce are 
telt: and, finally, a considerable revenue to the 
Government in excess of the cost of 
improvement will result from tne increased 
commerce and speedy development of indus- 
tries that will surely attend the enlargement 
and perfection of the navigable capacity of the 


Calumet River. If, now, the Government should | re

undertake the improvement of the river, its 
etforts should, in my opinion, be limited to the 
establishment and maintenance of a chaunel in 
the river-bed, with cut-offs at the worst bends, 
to be used solely as a through line of water com-

EXPORTS. 
SMALL FIGURES FOR THE LAST YEAR. 

W AsHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 22.—T'he exports 
of breadstuffs from this country continue to 
fali far below those df last year. This isa 
humiliating fact, but nevertheless it is a fact. 
The value of corn exported during the seven 
months ending July 31 was but 000,000, 


against nearly $29,000,000 in the same time 
last year. The value of the wheat exported 
was $51,000,000, against $76,000,000 In the cor- 
responding time of 1881. The ＋ = flour 
exported during seven months of this year 
was $20,000,000, against 8 000 in the 
same period last year. 0 exports of 
breadstuffs for the period indicated were 
$50,000,000 more in value last year than in this. 
Those for July of this xear are nearly $4,000,000 
less than those of July, 1881. Those who 
have studied the crops crop-prospects 
for the present season, however, believe that 
we shall regain in 1883 much of what we lost 
in 188%. California, the only part of the 
country which increased its exportsin this 
line this year, promises even better things 
for 1883. The wheat crop, according to the 
estimates of the Department of Agriculture, 
is the best that we have had for several 
years. Oats are ditto. Thecorn crop now, 
unless interfered with by frost, is set down 
at 1,760,000,000 bushels. Missouri, it is esti- 
mated, will furnish more corn this year than 
any other State, her crop being put at 225,- 
000,000 bushels. Kansas and Texas are each 
set down for 200,000,000, Illinois, Iowa, and 
Nebraska are estimated at 150,000,000 to 175,- 
000,000 each, and all through the South the 
quantity of corn and wheat raised is much 
greater than in former years.

Corn in Nebraska Much Improved by 
Rain-—The Prospects Encouragiug.

LINCOLN, Neb., Aug. 22.—A very pleasant 
rain visited this part of the State this even- 
ing, doing an immense sight of goed to grow- 
ing crops. The weather is still warm, and 


for the past two days a hot, scorching wind 


has swept the State, a continuation of which 
would result in great destruction to corn. 
Late reports from the frontier counties are, 
however, not at all discouraging, and the 
rain today may have broken e drouth all 
over the State. From sections visited by the 
rain report, of a very encouraging uature 
are at hand. The ground was thor- 
oughly §soaked—in some places a 
wetting which seve al days of hot weatner 
will not dry. Dispatches from the Missouri 
River counties and counties north of here 
give glowing accounts of the rain. Corn is 
maturing rapidiy, and will be out of danger 
in ashort time. Some anxiety is felt for the 
northwestern and froutier counties, sections 
of the State which are periodically scorched 
by dry winds, but the belief is general that 
no part of the State will this year suffer from 
— drouths or other elemental dis- 
order. 


Discouraging Condition of Corn in 
Northwesteru Kansas.

ATcHISON, Kas., Aug. 22.—Nate Maher, 
connected with the Central Branch Road., 
last Saturday drove ten miles into the coun- 
try from Lenora, the Central Branch termi- 
nal station, and.found the condition of corn 
distressingly unfavorable. Wherever the 
farmers had cultivated their corn thoroughly 
the prospect was fora fair crop, but unfort-

THE SCHOOL CENSUS. 


Number of Persons of School Age in 
Cook Ceunty—Interesting Statistics. 
The school census for the year ending June 

30, 1882, has been partially completed, and 

from the figures submitted by Superintend- 

ent Lane the following interesting faets are 
taken: 

The total amount levied for school pur- 
poses during the year was $1,639,864, an in- 
crease of $78,204 as compared with the pre- 
vious year. The estimated value of school 
property in the county is $4,092,715, an in- 
crease of $349,515. The estimated value of 
school libraries is reported at $10,815, an in- 
crease of $2,420. The value of school appar- 
atus is placed at $16,728, an increase of 
81.334. The amount of the bonded school 
debt for 1882 is $1,833,682, an increase of 
$80,144. The number of teachers in graded 
and ungraded schools is 1,607, an in- 
crease of 152. Seventeen new = school- 
buildings were erected during the year. The 
total number of scholars enrolled in private 
schools was 36,3338. an increase of 2,669; num- 
ber of teachers employed in private schools, 
883, an increase of 101. 

The total expenditure for the maintenance 
of the schools of the county during the year 
was $1,831,273. a decrease of $17,021, which 
considering the increase of the number o 
schools, and the consequent increase of the 
corps of teachers, ts avery complimentary 
showing for the County Boara of Edueation 
and Superintendent ne. The balance of 
cash ou hand in the hands of the vurious 
district treasurers is reported at $308,657, as 
compared with $220,898 at the close of the 
school year ending June 30, 1881. an increase

AvuUBORA, III., Aug. 22.—Today the elements 
smiled most propitiously upon Camp Miller, 
and peace and beauty reigned even at the 
seat of war.

The Executive Committee of the Prohibi- 
tion Convention he meeting in the club- 
room of the Grand Pacitic Hotel yesterday 
afternoon. ‘The meeting was called to order 
at 8 o’clock—an hour after time—by Mr. G. 
T. Stewart. of Ohio. Ile stated that the ses- 
sion was chiefly for the purpose of getting 
acquainted. The convention was to be a con- 
ference of the out-and-out Prohibitionists.

A great necessity was found to be 
prohibition literature, and most of the funds 
went in that direction. Something over $400 
has been paid out for publisbing, the party 
is out of debt, the stereotype-plates are in 
good condition, quite a large stock of tracts 
are on hand, and the Treasurer has a small 
balance in his possession.

Meeting of the Prohibition Alliance. 

The Nationa! Prohibition Alliance, whose 
members are in the city to attend the Pro- 
hibition Convention today, held a “ confer- 
ence at the First Methodist Church last 
evening. 

H. A, Thompson, of Ohio, called the meet- 
ing to order, andthe Rev. John Russell, of 
Michigan, opened itwith prayer. Following 
this the call was read and the history of the 
organization and. its work was briefly stated 
by Mr. Thompson. It was no third party. he 
said, but the outgrowth of the old Prohibi- 
tion party, with the following declaration of 
principles: 

1. That it is neither right nor politic for the 
State to atford legal protection and sanction to 
any trame or system that tends to increase 
crime, to waste the National resources, to cor- 
rupt the social babits, and destroy the health 
and tives of the people. 

2. ‘That the traflic in intoxicating liquors, as 
common beverages, is inimical to the true inter- 
ests of iudividuais and destructive tothe order 
and welfare of society, and ought, therefore, to 
be prohibited. 7 

3. That the bistory and result ot all past legis 
lation in regurd to-the liquor traſhe abuodantly 
prove that it is impossibie satisfactorily to limit 
or rerulate a system so essentially mischievous 
in its tendencies. 

4. That no consideration of private gain or 
public revenue can justify the upboiding of a 
system so utterly wrong iu principle, suicidal in 


policy, and disastrous in results as the traſhe in 


intoxicating liquor. 

5. That the legislative probibition of the liquor 
trafiic is perfectly compatible with rational lib- 
erty and with all the claims of justice and legiti- 
mate commerce. 

6. Tuat the legislative suppression of the liquor 
traffic would be highly conducive to a progress- 
ive civilization. 

7. That, rising above class, sectarian, or party 
consideration, all good citizens should combine 
to procure au enactment probiviting the sale of 
intoxicating beverages, as aYording most effi- 
cient aid in removing the appalling evils of in- 
temperance. 5 
AT THE CONCLUSION 

son’s remarks and reading, he 
intruduced iss Henrietta G. Moore, of 
Ohio, one of the alliance lecturers. She 
spoke of the work of the organization, and 
although it was young, she said it was pow- 
erful, and prepared for aggressive labor. In 
a few weeks it would engage in a hand to 
hand conflict with the rum traffic in Ohlo, 
and its work would spread, even to reaching 
Illinois. She then explained the modus op- 
erandi of organizing counties and Congres- 
sional districts, and went on to say that the 
object sought was the killing of the license 
system and the bringing about of constit u- 
tional prohibition.

THE FUTURE. 

A leading member of the Lake Bluff Asso- 
ciation told the reporter yesterday that the 
projected improvements at Lake Bluff would 
certainly be commenced this fall.

Several of these are to be built by private 
parties who have recently purchased lots 
and it is expected that some of them will 
cost a good deal of money. The survey of 
the Thatcher tract has been completed, and, 
though now owned by a few individuals, it 
will to all intents and purposes be a part of 
the Lake Bluff grounds.

A LEADER FOR THE HOUSE. 

The Congressional districts in Chicago and 
other Republican sections which have not yet 
selected their candidates should keep one 
thing in mind. The leadership of the Lower 
House of Congress Is open to a man of force 
and ability. Tne Republicans at the last ses- 
sion were handicapped by the lack of leader- 
ship. For many years Blaine directed the 
movements of his party with great brilliauey 
while he was member, and afterwards 
Speaker, of the House. When Blaine retired 
Garfield came to the front, and proved to be 
so able, so fair, and so popular that he was 
promoted to the Senate, and before he had 
time to take his seat was elected President. 
But when Garfield’s election as President 
forced him to resign from the House there 
was no one on the Republican side who 
united the various qualities of leadership. 
Keifer aspired to the position, but became no- 
torious for the blunders he made, and before 
the close of the last Congress in Hayes’ term 
he had relapsed into insignificance if not 
obscurity. He was elected Speaker of the 
present Congress, not on account of his 
merits, but because a combination of poli- 
ticians found they could use him. There 
was no one on the floor who could command 
the entire confidence of his party. Judge 
Kelley, the dean of the House, was made 
Chairman of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, but he was too much of a specialist 
and tao thoroughly identified with his tariff 
hobby to give direction to the manifold issues 
arising, and, indeed, he encountereda good 
deal of antagonism from members of his own 
party in his revenue measures. He was 
leader of a faction, not of the party. Much 
was hoped from Kasson, but he seemed 
from the first to misapprehend the responsi- 
bilities of leadership. Robeson crowded 
to the front, where his forensic ability, 
suavity of manner, and personal popularity 
would have served him well if he had not 
been beset with his record as Secretary of 
the Navy under Grant; even this might have 
been ignored if he had not bent all his en- 
ergy upon the rehabilitation of the navy, 
which, under the circumstances, aroused 
new suspicions. Hiscock, the Chairman of 
the Committee on Appropriations, seemed 
to permit Robeson to have his own way, and 
thought it incumbent on himself to stand by 
all the extravagances that were suggested on 
his side of the House. There was no recog- 
nized leader. This was the case in the last 
session of the Forty-sixth Congress after 
Garfield had resigned, but it was less notice- 
able then because Conger, of Michigan, was 
still in the louse and had peculiar ability for 
marshaling a minority and pestering a major- 
ity against him. Frye, now one of the Maine 
Senators, could also be trusted to come out 
at any criticaltime. But during the late ses- 
sion there was not only noone to hold the 
reins, which seems to be necessary in a great 
measure to party suecess in so numerous a 
body as the House of Representatives, but 
there was no coterie of members making 
up in the aggregate the requisits of leader- 
ship. Frequent resort was had to caucus 
conferences, but not always with satisfac- 
tory results. Here, then, is an opportunity 
for the right kind of man who may be 
elected this fall from any part of the country. 
It matters not where he hails from if he have 
the boldness and ability to back his preten- 
sions; but such aman would be materially 
assisted in his work by Western ideas and 
associations. Wouldn’t it be a good idea for 
the Republican districts of Chicago to take 
this opportunity in account when they select 
their candidates? Wouldn’t the people of 
Chicago develop considerable pride in being 
represented in Congress by a man of suffi- 
cient importance to take his place among 
the men who wili constitute the front rank 
on the Republican side? Wouldn’t it be 
greatly to the advantage of Chicago com- 
mercially, politically, and socially, to have 
such a Representative? Wouldn’t it be 
peculiarly fit that the Capital of the North- 
west should furnish a man fitted by ability 
and experience to becomein time the leader 
in Congress? Certainly the Republicans of 
Chicago are not prepared to admit that this 
city cannot produce a man to fill the bill. 


JOHN BRIGHT ON AMERICAN TRADE. 

We print this morning a letter from John 
Bright to Gen. Trumbull, of this city, ac- 
knowledging the receipt of a pamphlet his- 
tory of the struggle of 1846 in England be- 
tween protection and free trade. Mr. Bright 
in all he writes and speaks is distinguished 
for his fairness and his candor. As a polit- 
ical economist he deplores the policy of pro- 
tection in America, but candor compels him 
to point out how that policy has left England 
without a rival in the trade of the world, and 
how this policy on the part of the American 
Union has enabled England to harvest the 
immense profits of the commercial fields 
which the Americans have abandoned and 
surrendered. : 

It is not surprising that a man like John 
Bright should express astonishment at the 
voluntary abandonment of the ocean as a 
highway of commerce by an intelligent and 
enterprising people with all the means at 
their disposal of becoming supreme in the 
carrying trade. In the year 1881 about one- 
fifth of the trade between the United States 
and foreign countries was carried on in 
American vessels. The other four-fifths was 
done in foreign vessels, and we give the 
names of the nations whose vessels do the 
business of carrying American merchandise 
to and from thiscountry: Great Britain, Ger- 
many, Norway, Sweden, Italy, France, Spain, 
Austria, Belgium, Russia, Holland, Den- 
mark, Portugal, and others. All these 
countries compete for carrying Awmeri- 
can productions to market because 
the United States has abandoned the 
policy of buiiding ships and prohidits 
the purchase of sea-going vessels by its citi- 
zens. Year after year the number of Ameri-

increase of tonnage engaged in the Ameri- 
can foreign trade, and their places are filled 
by vessels bearing other than the American 
flag. Mr. Bright justly speaks of this condi- 
tion as miserable and humiliating ”’ ; never- 
theless there are people in this country, many 
of them professing political wisdom, who 
claim that this condition is the perfection of 
prosperity. 

The same class of persons affect to believe 
that the wealth which has accumulated in 
England during the last twenty years by her 
almost exclusive sale of manufactured goods 
is a national calamity compared with the 
failure of the United States to export any of 
the manufactures which she might produce 
and sell in successful competition with our 
British rivals. This claim that it is better to 
produce one bushel than ten is the famine 
theory. It rests upon the theory that to pro- 
duce one bushel and live on one-half of it, 


than to raise ten bushels, consume two, and 
sell the other eight at fair profit. American 
manufactures are carried on on this famine 
policy. They produce one-half or one-third 
of what they might do with their skill, ma- 
chinery, and labor, and during large parts 
of the year run their machinery on half time, 
employ one-half of their labor or work it on 
half time, and call this an enlightened, 
intelligent, and profitable policy. As Mr. 
Bright expresses it: “Surely there is Intelli 
gence enough in the country to perceive this, 
and it ean only require discussion to bring 
about a change which would bless every 
honest industry. The shackles have been 
struck from the limbs of the slave, and they 
cannot remain to fetter the freedom of in- 
dustry.” 

One of the results of protection over which 
many of its American advocates exultis that 
it bas partially closed the American markets 
to Great Britain, but these people, ignorantly 
or blindly, overlook the fact stated by Mr. 
Bright that it has given to the English con- 
trol of all the markets of the world except 
that of this country. ‘The fact that we have 
succeeded in excluding from our market a 
large amount of British trade is hardly a 
compensatory offset to the exclusion of our 
own manufactures from all the markets of 
the world. 

SOILED AND MUTILATED CURRENCY. 

It may not be generally known that Chi- 
cago is notorious in the Treasury at Wash- 
ington for the filthiness of the currency— 
greenbacks and the National-bank notes—- 
which are sent there for exchange.. A Wash- 
ington correspondent says that in the Re- 
demption Bureau, where the damaged and 
dirt-soaked bills are counted before being 
destroyed by maceration, the women who 
count Chicago money complain of its filthi- 
ness, and one of these female clerks made it 
an excuse recently for asking an unusual 
leave of absence that she had been working 
for six months on Chicago money.” This is 
not a very savory reputation, but genera! 
sympathy in Chicago will go out to the peo- 
ple who are obliged to handle this sort of 
money here rather than to those employed 
in the Redemption Bureau in Washington. 
All the cashiers, tellers, and clerks who 
handle money in this city testify to an un- 
usual amount of torn and dirty currency. 
It is true, of course, that the further 
you go from the Capital the dirtier 
the money is apt to be, because the 
greater the distance from the Nationa! 


Treasury the more difficult it is to exchange 
the worn bills for new ones. In Washing- 
ton, where most of the currency in circula- 
tion comes direct from the ‘Treasury, the 
money is new, and clean, and crisp, but peo- 
ple who do business several hundred or sev- 
eral thousand miles away from the currency 
factory are not so particular about the ap- 
pearance of the bills, and are usually willing 
to take what they can get, even straining a 
point frequently to accept notes which are 
sufficiently mutilated to incur a discount 
when finally presented for redemption. But 
Chicago handles enough currency to be en- 
titled to more consideration than it receives. 
There ought to be facilities for exchanging 
the worn-out stuff for clean money at the 
Sub-Treasury in this city. Chicago is the 
money eentre for the Northwest. The coun- 
try banks send large deposits here. The 
payments for the cattle, hogs, and grain 
marketed in Chicago are made here, and the 
money again put in circulation by pur- 
chases made for the country. The cost of the 
new bills is comparatively small; itis mere- 
ly a question of facilities for supplying them. 
The new issue of bank-notes required by 
National banks which extend their charters 
under the law passed by the last Congress 
will furnish some relief from the epidemic of 
filth which is going around in the shape of 
bank-bills; but this new issue will come out 
slowly and gradually as the renewal of bank 
charters shall proceed. Perhaps the city 
banks are to blame to some extent for not 
sorting outand exchanging at Washington 
the notes which are no longer fit for use, in- 
stead of paying them out over their counters, 
but the only complete remedy is the privilege 
for everybody to take used-up greenbacks in 
certain amounts to the Sub-Treasury and 
there exchange them for new bills. This fa- 
cility is demanded by all interests of health 
and cleanliness. 
THE BREWERS AND LIQUOR-DEALERS. 

The Executive Committee of the Allinvis 
Brewers’ and Liquor-Dealers’ Association has 
taken occasion to denounce the Distillers’ 
Association, and especially ** Buffalo“ Miller, 
on account of the resolutions lately adopted 
by the latter body. The brewers and liquor- 
dealers pretend to believe that the object of 
the distillers is to promote prohibition and 
thereby increase the consumption of cheap 
alcoholic drinks. Buta slight examination 
of the distillers’ platform will show that this 
is not the case. 

One of the resolutions adopted by the Dis- 
tillers’ Association declares that “ the fact 
that prohibition does net prohibit has been 
abundantly proven; therefore we are in 
favor of a well-digested license law.“ While 
it may be true that prohibitory laws tend to 
increase the sale of cheap alcoholic liquors 
as compared with light wines and beers, it is 
not true that the distillers profit by laws en- 
acted by the State in which they reside for 
the suppression of their business. Prohibitory 
legislation does not stop drinking, butit may 
practically wipe out the distilleries and the 
breweries in the State in which it is adopted. 
Illicit distilling and brewing can be carried 
on only on a small scale, and at great risk. 
If a prohibitory law should be passed in this 
State and enforced it would be cheaper for 
the distillers and brewers to remove to other 
States than to attempt to carry on their busi- 
ness in IIlinois. It will be seen that the mo- 
tives imputed to Buffalo” Miller for ad vo- 
cating Sunday observance and a high-license 
law are fictitious and absurd. 

The personalities which the saloonkeepers 
have seen fit toindulgein do not aid their 
cause. The question is not whether “ Buffa- 
lo” Miller is a good or bad man, but 
whether his advice is wise and practicable. 
it is to be noticed that the resolutions intro- 
duced by him ceased to be his after they 
were adopted by the Distillers’ Association. 
They are now the views of the whole associ- 
ation, having been agreed to by a unanimous 
vote. It the saloonkeepers don't like them 
they should censure the distillers as a body, 
not single out one member of the association 
for their vituperation. 

The temper of the distillers in this matter 
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the brewers and saloonkeepers. The former 
have sense enough to see that this is a time 
for wise concession and compromise. The 
latter seem to prefer to risk everything on 
immaterial points. A high-license law and 
a decent regard for the 3 een ager 
people on Sunday will satisfy a 
— But a determination to stand out for 
the inalienable right of selling liquors to the 
people for $58a year on seven days of the 
week will call out an opposition more serious 
than the saloonkeepers and brewers imagine. 
A strict Sunday law cannot well be enforced 
in the city, but there can be better order 
kept and the most disreputable places can be 
closed. A high-license law can be enforced 
both in city and country; it would bring ina 
large revenue and tax the chief causes of 
crime for the expenses of the restraint and 
punishment of the criminal classes.

The proprietor of a mock-auction shop on 
Clark street brought one of his men into 
court yesterday on a charge of embezzle- 
ment. The defendant was regularly em- 
ployed as a bogus bidder. The proprietor 
had given him $20 with which to pretend to 
pay for the things he bought. The bidder 
did not bid, but he did hold on to the $20 
with a tenacity worthy of a better cause. 
Thereupon the proprietor had him arrested, 
and swore in court that he had given 
him the money for the purposes stat- 
ed, and that he employed several other 
men in the same way. The Justice prop- 
erly held that the collusion between plaint- 
if and defendant was contrary to public 
morals, and that an action for the recovery of 
the money would not lie. The suit was dis- 
missed. This will be a serious blow to the 
mock-auction business, as bogus bidding is 
an essential part of the trade. It may be 
necessary in future to supply their“ bidders“ 
with counterfeit money to de their bidding 
with, It will be a little interesting to notice 
whether the license of this auctioneer, who 
has publicly confessed that he is engaged in 
a fraudulent business, will be revoked. 

A case similar in some respects occurred in 


New York last week, A speculator had 


bought a so-called gold“ brick said to be 
worth $8,000 for $500. He soon found out that 
the “gold” brick was made of brass, He then 
had the seller of the brick arrested. The 
court dismissed the case, holding that the 
principle of “vaveat emptor”—or the buy- 
er must look out for himself”—applied in 
this ease. The buyer had reason to believe 
that his gold brick was bogus, or that it was 
stolen, otherwise the seller would not part 
with $8,000 worth of gold for $500. There was 
no element of a legitimate bargain in the 
transaction. The purchaser was in intention 
a receiver of stolen goods, and did not de- 
serve the protection of thecourts. He got no 
satisfaction. 

The law wisely holds in theory that knav- 
ery is not entitled to its support, and that 
when one sharper swindles another justice 
can have nothing to do with the matter. It 
ought to be possible to put both sharpers in 
jail in such a*case, but it often isn’t. In 
practice, moreover, the knaves who have 
been overreached appeal to the laws for pro- 
tection frequently with very great success. 
It it were not so there would be fewer cases 
on the dockets than there are now, and the 
jails would not be so full. 
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THE KING OF IRELAND. 

If we may trust our senses and believe his 
propunciamentos the King of Ireland has 
turned up in Milwaukee, was to have left 
that city incognito yesterday, and is now 
lying perdu somewhere in Chicago, with his 
crown and sceptre in his carpet-bag. The 
King of Ireland is Wiiliam Fitzpatrick, 
known among his courtiers as Billy Fitz- 
patrick, not a very aristocratic name for a 
King, but quite as euphoniousas Brian Boru, 
or Malachl, or Dermot McMurrough, or the 
names of any others of his predecessors. 
Weare not aware from which of the many 
last Kings of Ireland William Fitzpatrick 
claims his descent. Malachi II. was the real 
last King, and when he died there wasn’t 
much of a throne left. Some of the pieces 
were occupied by Dermot McMurrough, 
Donal O’Brien, Donal O'Neil, Edward 
Bruce, and others. Most of the latter, how- 
ever, were mere Princes, and if William 
Fitzpatrick comes from them he hasn’t blue 
blood in him. He must go back further and 
show a strain of the legitimate blood of 
Malachior Brian Boru to establish anything 
like a claim to the throne. 

There is something like a royal ring, how- 
ever, to King William’s letter to Gladstone 
in which he asserts his kingly prerogative. 
in this letter, which has also been sent to all 
of his fellow-sovereigns in Europe, Asia, 
and Africa, he says: 


would press upon you the urgent necessity 
of advising my royal sister, Victoria of England, 
to reuouncee her title tomy country: and by 80 
doing she will establish peace at home and earn 
for herself and her successors the esteem of 
every nation where the sad wail of Ireland bas 
been heard. I hope your royal mistress will 
take the matter into serious consideration, and 
trust that you, who are really the ruling spiritin 
ireland, will crown your statesmanship by using 
your talents towards its early consummation. 


The only criticism which can be made 
upon this letter is its want of boldness. He 
should have sent it direct to his royal sister 
instead of to her Premier, for royalty only 
consorts with royalty. Jf his Premier came 
from Milwaukee with him his Premier might 
have written to Gladstone, but he himself, a 
King, though uncrowned, should have beard- 
ed his royal sister in her lair, and stated his 
demand peremptorily and in a manner that 
both the lion and the unicorn would have re- 
garded with some feeling of trepidation. 
Then he should have followed it. up with a 
a stirring appeal to the people of Ire!and, 
and followed this with still another to his 
subjects in this country. Claimants to 
thrones should never be mealy-mouthed or 
soft-spoken in their demands, but should 
make Rome howl when they issue their pro- 
nunciamentos. And what does King Will- 
iam Fitzpatrick of Ireland 3,000 miles 
away from his kingdom in the Ger- 
man City of Milwaukee? Claimants to 
thrones always stick near by their king- 
doms, ready to avail themselves of any 
emergency that favors a sudden coup d’etat 
or any opportunity that occurs for unfurl- 
ing their standards and rallying their follow- 
ers. The claimants for the French throne 
never go far away from Paris, and the claim- 
ants to the Spanish throne are always hover- 
ing within striking distance of Madvid, while 
Afghan claimants preémpt some far-away 
spot in their kingdom and set up a little 
throne and court until they are disturbed, 
when they pack up the royal plant and move 
to some other quarter and set it up again. 
They never allow the shutters to be put up 
for any length of time. King William Fitz- 
patrick therefore, instead of wasting his 
time in Bridgeport, or even on the West 
Side, should boldly cross seas and have his 
throne, sceptre, and ensign ready, so that 
he may open up business when the 
opportunity occurs. And now if ever 
is the time that he should be on the 
“ould sod.“ England has her hands pretty 
full, and may have them fuller should the 
Egyptian war take on the complexion of a 
religious struggle and the Crescent array 
itself against the Cross, or shoula any of the 
European Powers fancy itself disturbed by 
some new aspect of the Eastern question. 
Then would be the time for King William 
Fitzpatrick to be on the ground, If he re- 
mains here in Chicago, the time may come 
and go and King William may lose his golden 
Opportunity. Gladstone will do nothing for 


sister Victoria will never 
advance his interests. What be does he 
must do himself, and he must be upon the 
ground where his future throne will be 
erected. His ancestral Kings did not plot 
3.000 miles away, but they fought Danes, 
Normans, and English on their own ground. 
The only thing that the King can do in Chi- 
cago is to unfurl his sunburst in some con- 
spicuots place, say near the City- 
Hall, appoint trusty agents to rep 
resent him, and open recruiting-offices, 
issue a stirring appeal to his subjects in this 
country, and then goto Ireland and set up 
his throne in some spot long enough to pre- 
emptaclaim. If his subjects in this country 
could only feel that he was on the ground 
ready to jumpin when the opportunity came 
there would be great enthusiasm. In Chi- 
cago alone a large army might be raised 
whose departure to join the ranks of King 
William Fitzpatrick would pe hailed with 
acclamations by the populace. The patriots 
here are working without any purpose and 
squandering their energies because there is 
no pivotal point about which they can con- 
centrate. Let William make himself the 
pivot, and he might soon havea large follow- 
ing, especially if he made plenty of offices to 
be filled in the royal army. Butif the King 
is going to spend his time loafing about Chi- 
cago when his tent should be pitched near 
Dublin he will never wear the royal purple 
nor flourish the golden sceptre of pageantry 
and power as the successor of Malachi. He 
might as well return to Milwaukee and take 
the hod upon his kingly shoulder. 


INSTRUCTING THE JURY. 

Most of the canaidates for the Legislature 
who have been interviewed on the subject of 
criminal-law reform are surprisingly igno- 
rant of the merits of the questions at issue. 
It may be doubted whether many of them 
have looked into the criminal laws of other 
States at all. They are familiar with the 
routine of criminal practice in this State, 
and have never known it to be substantially 
different from what it is now. It is venera- 
ble in their eyes, and they respect it because 
of its age, if for no other reason. They have 
never stopped to inquire whether the same 
practice is still in force in other States. It 
has, in fact, generally been suspended. The 
Illinois code is obsolete. No other first-class 
State or community employs it. It is a relic 
of the backwoods law which Judge Lock- 
wood compiled from the meagre text-books 
in his possession in 1827, and for which he 
offered at the time the most profuse apolo- 
gies. 

We have shown that the IIlinois practice 
in regard to changesof venue, continuances, 
and the powers of the jury is anomalous. 
It remains to be seen whether the manner of 
charging the jury is not equally strange and 
ridiculous. A State in which the jury is 
made the judgeof the law and the fact ofa 
case cannot be expected to develop an in- 
ordinate respect for the bench, and it is true 
that the Judges in IIlinois have been de- 
graded as far as the laws could affect them. 
rhe Supreme Court has been obliged to come 
to their rescue more than once, and if it had 
not been for the active intervention of that 
body there is no telling to what humiliation 
they might not have been reduced. 

The worst affront put upon the Judges in 
Illinois has beenin the matter of charging 
the jury. They have been stripped of all 
discretion at this point and deprived of what 
are Ordinarily known as judicial powers. 
The Lilinois law is as follows: 

Hereafter no Judge shall instruct the petit 
jury in any case, civil or criminal, unless such 
instructione are reduced to writi And ,wheu 
instructions are asked which the Judge chnnot 
give be shall on the margia thereof write the 
word “Refused,” and such as he approves be 
shall write on the margin thereof the word 
“Given,” and ne shail in no case after instruc- 
tions are given qualify, modify, or in any man- 
ner explain the same to the jury except in 
writing. 

Under this law the usual practice has been 
for opposing counsel to write out the instruc- 
tions they desire to have given to the jury, 
and for the Judge to hand such as heconcurs 
in, without alteration, to the foreman. The 
Judge seldom submits original instructions 
of hisown. The instructions are written on 
separate slips of paper. ‘They often state ab- 
stract propositions of law. They are gener- 
ally incoherent and unintelligible. The jury 
disregard them utterly. The first step in the 
jury-room is to study the instructions, and 
the next is to throw them. under the table. 
Progress begins with the second step. 

The practice in Ohio is every way better 
than that of Illinois. In that State the charge 
is written if counsel request that it shall be, 
put otherwise not. In almost all minor crim- 
inal cases the charge is a matter of mere 
routine. There is no reason why it should 

reduced to writing unless counsel wish to 
have itmade of record. The Ohio Judge 
charges the juryin the law as he under- 
stands it, and submits or refuses instructions 
of counsel as he sees fit. But the charge is 
essentially an original composition. It em- 
bodies not only counsels’ prejudiced and par- 
tial statement of the law, but all the law as 
the Judge understands it. The Illinois law 
would be much improved (1) if it should give 
the Judges discretion to charge orally ex- 
cept when counsel should ask to have writ- 
ten instructions; (2) if it should require the 
Judges in all cases to make a consecutive 
and independent statement of the law of the 
case to the jury, embodyme therein such 
propositions stated by counsel as he should 
deem pertinent: and (3) the statement of ab- 
stract propositions of law to the jury should 
be forbidden. The last reform is possibly 
the greatest of all. Nine-tenths of the con- 
fusion that arises in the jury-room in conse- 
quence of the instructions arises from the 
violation of these simple principles, which 
are universally recognized in civil practice. 


A FEW days ago we published the report 
of acase in Baltimore, where a man was 
convicted of beating his wife, and where the 
convict was terribly surprised when the 
Judge, instead of fining him a few dollars 
and letting him go, announced that under 
the new law adopted in Maryland his pun- 
ishment would be thirty lashes on the bare 
back. We commented on the frequency and 
the enormity of the crime of wife-beating and 
the brutality of the ruffians who took advan- 
tage of the helplesness of their wives tocom- 
mit vioience for which they in nearly every 
case escaped anything like adequate punish- 
ment. Wealso appealed to the women of 
Illinois to ask the next Legislature to pro- 
vide such protection to wives from the cow- 
ardly and rutliauly treatment of husbands 
as might be found in the enactment, if not 
of the lash, as in Maryland, in such other 
summary and severe punishments as might 
have some terror for the brutes.. 

The next day we were called upon to pub- 
lish the record of a case that had occurred 
at Louisville, where a wife arming herself 
with a cowhide had followed her husband in 
the streets, and, overtaking him, had beaten 
him cruelly and with great force, and he was 
indebted to passers-by for a rescue from his 
relentless wife. And yesterday there ap- 
peared the report of a case in one of the Chi- 
cago courts which reads: 


George H. Saooks complains that his wife 
Margaret J. Snooks, since their marriage has 
repeatedly beaten, struck, pinched, choked, 
kicked, and Otherwise cruelly abused bim, so

While we do not withdraw anything we 
have said in favor of the Legislature provid- 
ing by law for the prompt, vigorous, and ade- 
quate punishment of the brutal crime of 
wife-beatug, perhaps a small section might 
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be included in the bill for the protection of 
defenseless husbands. : | 


The District of Columbia in Danger. 

Ex-Senator West, of Louisiana, was re 
cently appointed one of the Commissioners of 
the District of Columbia. The board consists of 
three members. another of whom is Maj. Ly- 
decker, so well known in this city as the en- 
gineer in charge of the barbor improvements of 
C The law requires that one of the Com- 
missioners shall be a United States engineer, 
who necessarily is invaluable in many respects 
to the public service in the administration of 
the District Government. West being made 
President of the Board, to reorganize 
the administration of affairs in the following 
fashion: 


„Police, and Health Departments, 
- tele phone service of the District 


Government, the bureaus of the Tax ector 
and the Auditor, the Coroner and bis office, the 
Wasbington Asylum and Workbouse, the police 
control of all street and steam railroads were to 
be under the special charge ot the President 
(West) of the board. The Health Officer was to 
be charged with the cleaning and 1M. of 
the streets, alieys, and sewers, and with the pro- 
hibition and abatement of nuisances, subject to 
the control of the President of tue board. The 
affairs of the public schools, heretofore under 
the control of the President of me board, were 
to be assigned to Commissioner Morgan. The 
most notable teature of this piece of effrontery, 
it will be seen, was the transfer from Cémmis- 
sioner Morgan of the Police, Health. and Fire 
Departments to Commissioner West, and from 
Engineer-Com missioner Lydecker of the clean- 
ing and sweeping of the streets and alleys to the 
Health Officer ail of whica—police, fire, heal 
and DD to be in charge o 
est. 

That is something after the old way in which 
municipal affairs were managed in New Orleans 
when all power was concentrated in a few 
hands and exercised for the benefit of the part- 
ners and associates of those intent on plunder. 
Congress, at the late session, made liberal and 
magnificent appropriations for the District, and 
though the corruption of some years ago left 
the District bankrupt and overwheitmed in debt 
it is perhaps in the condition of South Caro- 
lina—** good for another year’s stealing yet.” 

Mr. West, failing to obtain the consent of the 
other two Commussioners to having bimeelf in- 
vested with exclusive and perhaps arbitrary 
powers, refused to serve at all, and left the city 
for New York, saying he intended to lay the in- 
subordination of the other Commissioners be- 
fore the President, and expected to have his 
own plan of action approved. It is not likely 
that the President will agree with ex-Senator 
West. The Government of the District was for 
many years a reproach and a scandal, and it is 
not probable that the President will take any ac- 
tion that may point to anything of the same 
kind now. West's record as a Senator is not of 
a character to inspire confidence in his ability 
as an economist or a reformer. 


ANOTHER Chicago policeman has dis- 
tinguished himselt by arresting as a street- 
walker a young woman, who uponjexamination 
proved to be in the employ of Marshall Field & 
Co., and was able to produce evidence of her 
good character. The most surprising feature of 
the case is that Justice Wallace suggested that 
the young woman ought not to be out at that 
time of night (about 9 o'clock), and imposed a 
fine of $5, which he was gracious enough to sus- 
pend during good behavior. Such arrests and 
fines are lu the nature of an outrage. If the 
police want to undertake a crusade againet 
street- walkers they will find abundant material 
to work upon without making tne arrest 
of any woman who has respectabie em- 
pioyment, and itis not within the function of a 
Justice of the Peaceto lay down asa general 
principle that a respectable woman ought not to 
go out On the street as late as 9o'clock. There 
is many a respectable working- girl who does not 
reach ber lodgings before that time. So long as 
State street, Clark street, and other localities 
are crowded with low dives which the police do 
not disturb, and so long as prostitutes are per- 
mitted to ply their vocation in saloons and other 
public places, the arrest of any young woman 
on the streets at any time of night who proves 
to be engaged in reputable employment ought 
to be sufficient tosecure the discharge of the 
police man who commits the outrage. 


ALTHOUGH since the dispatch came that 
the Russians contemplated the occupation of 
Asia Minor no further allusion bas been made 
to the matter, there is a strong probability that 
such an occupation may yet be an element in 
the complicated Eastern situation. It will be 
remembered that the claims of Russia to a large 
strip of Asia Minor were very considerably mod- 
ified in the Berlin Congress, and that she only 
received a very small slice inthe neighborhood 
of the Caucasus. This modification was the 
work of Engiand in the congress. who bad pre- 
viously and in secret obtained Cyprus from the 
Turks, the principal condition of the cession be- 
ing that England would belp Turkey in carry- 
ing out the reforms demanded in Asia Minor, and 
would guarantee her against attack in that 
quarter. Now that Turkey and England dave 
fallen out, itis certainly within the timits of 
probability that Russia once more has her eyes 
uponthe coveted territory, and that Turkey 
may be more than willing she should have it in 


consideration of help from her at some future 


critical time. 

In the line of showing that Chicago is the 
only place of summer resort, in the West at 
least, that is atall attractive, we had occasion 
recently to denounce the Cincinnati Gazette for 
its audacious and unprincipled effort to palm 
Cincinoati off upon an unsuspecting public asa 
place of resort in these warm summer days. 
We are glad now to find ourselves confirmed in 
our position by testimony from Cincinnati her- 
self which categorically settles the question. 
The Commercial of that city in its issue of Mon- 
day last boldly says that “ample preparations 
are being made for picking the bones of Cincin- 
nati within the next five years,” which can 
have no other meaning than that the poor old 
town is in a moribund condition and is about to 
be set up as a skeleton. Worse than this per- 
haps, the Commeretal says: “There is every 
prospect that the city is returning like the 
washed sow to the mire.” Comment is un- 
necessary, for this is worse than anything al- 
leged by Tun Tse, and is a conclusive 
reason why people should keep away from such 
a horrible locality. : 


THe submarine vessel now being con- 
structed at Bucharest, it is claimed, will accom- 
plish what no other subcharine craft has ever 
been found equal to. Ike plan contemplates a 
vessel capable of moving under water tor twelve 
hours without any renewal of air. Steam is the 
motor employed, and the speed reckoned upon 
is greater than that attained by sailing vessels. 
Practically, the management consists in simply 
sinking the vessel by opening certain valves. 
butits return to the surface involves more 
complex operations. An electric light, which is - 
to be supplied, will, it is ascertained, render ob- 
jects fairly distinguisbable. For renewal of air 
it is not necessary that the vessel rise to the sur- 
face—the means resorted to for this purpose be- 
ing an apparatus that can be sent up, and which, 
by working a pump, forces air into suitable re- 


ceivers. 
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AN unforeseen consequence of cutting the 
Suez Canal bas beeu the intrusion of sharks in 
large numbers into the Mediterranean Sea, with 
terrible resulting havoc among the smaller 
edibie fish. Formerly a shark was almost a 
curiosity in the Mediterranean, and there was 
no choicer or better stocked fishing-ground in 
the world. The fishermen of the Provencal 
coast supplied the cities of France with the best 
of piscatorial food, and in never-failing abund- 
ance; but they now have difficulty in furnishing 
half the quantity that they then obtained with 
ease. 


THE prosperity of England is shown by 
the decrease of pauperism. The diminution in 
the amount of relief extended to paupers for 
the past three months amounts to 3 per cent. 
The London population Mas not shared in this 
good fortune. During the first week in June 
tue pa upers relieved in the world’s metropolis 
amounted to 87,222, against 87,125 in the previous 
year, an increase of niuety-seven.

‘PORT SAID. 


A DESCRIPTION OF THE PLACE. 
New York Herald, 


Port Said is distant by sea from Alexdand- 
ria about 140 miles. The port is purely the 
recent creation of human ingenuity and la- 
ber; and the town which has sprung up be- 
hind it, though numbering now at least 10,- 
000 inhabitants, is not less the creation of the 
port. As M. le Masson, the French engineer, 
observed, it itis a port “contre nature.” At 


this Mediterranean extremity of the canal, 


indeed, the prospect might well have daunt- 
ed the heart of the most courageous of pro- 
jectors. The problem was to get depth upon 
a comparatively shallow, sandy coast; and 
this was practically attained by commencing 
the work on a sand-bank twenty-six miles 
from the mainiand. This long bank or belt 
of sand, extending from the mouth of the 
Damietta branch of the Nile to the Gulf of 
Pelusium, is described in Mr. Wyld’s map as 
being of fine gray sand, five feet only above 
low water mark, and varying from 109 to 164 
yards in length. Behind this irregular bar- 
rier is the shallow lake of Menzaleh, through 
which it was, of course, necessary to make 
an artilicial channel for the canal. ‘The first 
thing to be accomplished, however, was to 
construct the foundations for the future 
town to be named after the then Viceroy, 
and then to project into the sea the two 


enormous breakwaters or moles which form 


the outer port and protect it against that 
constant tendency to the accumulation of 
sand, which, even as it is, demands constant 
dredging. The spot chosen on the sand bank 
or strip of what is locally known as slob,““ 
is described as little more than 500 feet wide. 
The plan of the engineers was simple. At 
first a light framing of piles was run out, on 
which a crane and trucks laden with loose 
stones traveled, and in a short time a fairly 
substantial pier that served a landing stage 
for materials and machinery was oonstructed. 
Here was, in fact, the great workshop of the 
undertaking throughout the ten years of its 
construction. Encouraged by this success 
(says Mr. Fitzgerald) a bolder work was 
ventured on. Out in the bay, at nearly a mile 
distant, huge piles were screwed into the 
sands, and an oblong island was then formed 
with stones, the space between this island 
and the wooden shore pier being gradually 
filled in. Every day the piles settled firmly 
in their places in spite of the storms of the 
bay. This temporary structure was carried 
out to a distance of about 300 feet, and it was 
not till three years before the canal was com- 
plete and ready for opening that the work was 
seriously resumed and the breakwater joined 
to the pier. Two officers 5 by 
the British Government to examine the 
port describe it as formed by two rough, 
narrow, and low breakwaters, inclosing an 
area of some 400 acres, with an average 
depth of only thirteen or fourteen feet of 
water, except in the ship channel (about 300 
feet wide) leading to the inner basins, where 
the depth is from twenty-five totwenty-eight 
feet. The western breakwater, which ex- 
tends for 6,040 feet at right angles to. the 
. shore and is slightly curved to the eastward 
toward its extremity, was commenced in 1860 
and carried out about 1,300 feet; beyond 
which point and at a short distance from it 
was deposited a heap of stones that was sur- 
rounded by iron piles, and from its detached 
position was called “ the island.“ The work 
was then left untouched till 1866, when the 
breakwater was joined to the island, and it 
was continued to its present length and 
finishea in in L568. 

From the mainland to the island the break- 
water is formed on its inner side of a bank 
of rubble-stones, surmounted by a proine- 
nade, over which the spray breaks with a 
very moderate northwest wind, and on the 
outer or seafront of concrete blocks; but 
beyond the island to its termination it is en- 
tirely constructed of large blocks of artificial 
stone, composed of one part of French hy- 
draulic lime with two parts of sand, and 
some of which were transferred to it from 
the eastern breakwater. ‘The latter, which 
is also constructed of large masses of con- 
crete, is of more recent construction, extend- 
ing to about 6,020 feet, and converging toward 
the western harbor. Such is the harbor of 
Port Said. It cannot, according to these au- 
thorities, be considered as a harbor either in 
respect of extent or depth of vessels of large 
tonnage and great draft; — slightly im- 
proved and well maintained, it has, as we 
have seen, nobly served its purpose. Near 
the commencement of the West Mole is the 
lighthouse, the tower of which, composed of 
a solid mass of concrete, is 160 feet high, 
lighted by an electric light flashing every 
twenty seconds, and visible at a distance of 
twenty miles. Three other lighthouses of 
the same hight, though differing in con- 
struction, have been erected along the coast 
between the fort and Alexandria. It is in- 
teresting to know that the solid blocksof con- 
crete or artificial stone so extensively used 
have, at least below water, become firmer and 
more trustworthy by reason of the growth of 
seaweed upon them. Port Said is described 
in the latest edition of Mr. Murray’s invalu- 
able Handbook of Lower and Upper Egypt ” 
as now regularly laid out in streets and 
1 with docks, quays, churches, hos- 
p 


tals, mosques, and hotels, and all the ad- | 


juncts of a seaport, and with the most easily 
approached and safest harbor along the 
coast. Fresh water is supplied to it from 
Ismailia, that now famous half-way house of 
the canal voyage. The town no longer 
presents the same busy appearance whici it 
did when it was the headquarters of the en- 
gineering work; but the increasing traffic 
through the isthmus always imparts a cer- 
tain activity to the place.

THAT * BLIND POOL.” 
GOV. CORNELL’S CONNECTION WITH IT. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Trebdune. 

New York, Aug. 22.--The excitement in 
political circles over the so-called revela- 
tions ” concerning Gov. Corneli’s stock oper- 
ations continues, and the newspapers, es- 


pecially the Herald, are doing all they can 
toexaggerate the matter. Gov. Corneil was 
at one time an officer ofthe A.D. T. Com- 
pany, and, according to the statement of Mr. 
Jay Gould, he took advantage of his position 
to form a blind pool for the disposal of a 
large holding of stock. Gov. Cornell 
was not alonein the scheme, having 
associated with himself such men as 
Jay Gould, Russell Sage, Sidney 
Dillon, R. M. Galloway, and others who 
largely control the stock market, and can in- 
fluence a stock either way they desire. These 
men were to become responsible for stock, 
and share the profits of such sales as Gov. 
Corneil might make, he having concrol of 
the affair. It had become necessary to make 
the sale of A. D. T. stock, as a new com- 
pany was being organized, and the stock of 
the old one was likely to decline in price in 
consequence. Therefore, how to get rid 
of the old stock at a fair profit 
was the question. Gov. Cornell organ- 
ized the “blind pool,“ it is stated, 
and the capitalists, who of Course were 
prompted to aid in the scheme because of 
their appreciation of the fact that they were 
likely to reap rich harvests ef profits as well 
as would Cornell, came to the front band- 
somely. The par value of the stock was 
then $25. It was quoted at $15. The price 
at once went to $20, marked up by the pool 
to that point. This gave it a value per share 
of 383, as the stock is quoted on 
the exchange on a basis of $100 par. 
When it got into the vicinity of $79 the Gov- 
ernor is said to have unloaded and put out a 
large line of shorts. Then the new company 
came up. A. D. T. dropped to $50, and has 
since gone much lower. How much the 
Governor cleared by his short sales at $79 is 
not known, but, he being evidently a good 
financier, it is to be presumed that he 
cleared a handsome return. 

Oue trouble apparently with the associates 
of Gov. Cornell in the blind pool“ is that 
they have not received the share of profits in 
the operation that 3 believe belongs to 
them. But this is not the primary cause for 
the statements which are now appearing in 
the press relative wo Gov. Cornell—his course 
towards the Elevated Railroad Tax bills, as 
well as his course in the blind pool.“ The 
chief reason is that a desire is felt to kill off 
the Governor in his attempt to secure a re 
nomination. The men to do this are Jay 
Gould and Roscoe Conkling—Gould, because 
the refusal to lift the tax took so 
much money out of his pocket; Conk- 
ling, because he has 4 score 
to settle with Cornell for the latter’s course 


in the Senatorial contest of a yearago. These 


two men, then, are placing themselves in the 
front as the virtual dictators to the Repub- 
lican party of New York State. Mr. Gould 
also sees a ans, and no doubt desires to have 
his potency felt in the choice of the new 
Railroad Commission which the next Gov- 
ernor will name. These considerations have 
much to do with his present course. It is 
more than likely, however, that rural voters 
who do not want to be cheated with their 
eyes wide open will take some special 
pains to elect delegates to county conven- 
tions who fairly 12 the sentiment of 
their district. So far the endeavor to injure 
Gov. Cornell’s chances have not gone, it is 
safe to say, beyond the newspaper agitation 
of the subject. The people are quick to per- 
ceive the motive that has prompted both Mr. 
Gould and Mr. Conkling in the matter, and it 
is quite safe to say that the fight for the gu- 
bernatorial honors will not find itself de- 

rived of anyfone of the present contestants 

y reason of this agitation of Cornell's stock 
operations. 


DORSEY. 
SOME OF HIS LETTERS TO AN ARKANSAS 
POSTMASTER. 
Special Dispatch to The Uhicago Tribwne. 

New York, Aug. 22.—The Herald pub 
lishes this morning some letters of Dorsey’s 
to an Arkansas postmaster written in 1877, 
but relating to a transaction which was pre- 
vented from furnishing materials for prose- 
cution by the statute of limitations. In these 
he invites the postmaster, one Clendenning, 
to fill up a batch of surety bonds to be 
signed by anybody, and to certify to “the 
pecuniary ability and responsibility” of this 
anybody, and then send them on to Wash- 
ington to be used by Dorsey in getting his 
fraudulent contracts. The correspondence 
is a perfect specimen of the 
swindler’s art. The first letter is 
very affectionate, and only introduces the 
subject of the bonds, which he desired 
made for a friend,” after some expressions 
of friendly interest, and hints how to keep 
his office so that “there would be no trou- 
ble,” but concludes with a solemn warning, 
under no possible circumstances to let anv 
one know from whom they {the bonds) 
came.” Clendenning, however, proved to be 
an honest man, and pointed out to the Sena- 
tor that he was inviting him to commit a 
crime. This drew from Dorsey what is 


probably as good a detected criminal’s let- 


ter as ever was written. He knew nothing 
about these bonds whatever.. The request 
he had made was simply to oblige a friend, 
and, having failed, he cared no more about 
the matter. But he was surprised that the 
tone of Clendenning’s letter should have 
been a “little harsh.” “it sounds,” says 
he, as if I had asked you to do an unlaw- 
fal act, which you decline with implied in- 
dignation.“ He was shocked at this imputa- 
tion, so he showed the harsh letter to another 
postmaster, Who said there was nothing in 
Clendenning’s scruples, and that he certified 
bonds in this way by the hundred. So 
Mr. Dorsey closed with a gentle reproach to 
Clendenning for doubting his integrity, and 
told him to send the bonds to some one else, 
or burn them up, it being a matter of total 
indifference ” to him (Dorsey) what became 
of them. Curiously enough, another letter 
ot his, exactly the same time as the letter to 
Clendenning and addressed to another post- 
master, whose confirmation was made while 
the letter was on its way, has also been un- 
earthed, making precisely the same request, al- 
most in the same terms, also for an “intimate 
friend,”’ but as @ “special favor to him,” and 
also “ under no circumstances” to be made 
known to anybody. Whether he succeeded 
better in this case than in the others does not 
appear, but the correspondence in both 
shows clearly that the man was pursuing 
fraud on the Government through politics 
as a profession. What makes his case a re 
markable one is the fact that he was able to 
bring high official position to the support of 
his real occupation,

JAMES P. HASKINS’ ESTATE. 


Allegations ofa Suit by His Nepherw 
Which Have Made a Sensation in 
Syracuse. 


New York Sun. 

Syracuse, N. Y., Aug. 17.—James P. Haskin 
of this city, President and principal owner of 
the Morris Run Coal Company, committed sui- 
cide by cutting his throat. He left au estate 
supposed to be worth from $2,000,000 to $3,000,000, 
and his partner, William T. Hamilton, ex-At- 
torney-General Pratt, and Patrick Lynch, all 
of Syracuse, were appointed his executors. He 
distributed his property liberally among 
relatives and publle institutions dere. 
It soon appeared that the management 
of the coal company had been assigned 
to his partner, Mr. Hamilton, and it 
was alleged, to the astonishment of the heirs, 
that the Haskin property was bankrupt and 
could not pay the legatee. A compromise was 
effected with most of them, and the property of 
the Morris Run Coal Company was ordered to be 
sold by the court, on the ground of 2 
on the petluon of Mrs. William T. Hamilton. It 
was bid in by her for about $40,000. James P. 
Husted, of Port Byron, a nephew of Haskin, 
who was a residuary legatee, has now com- 
menced suit to set aside the sale as fraudulent 
and coliusive and made without notice. 

in the affidavit upon which the action is com- 
menced Husted makes the following charges 
against some of the most prominent citizens of 

yracuse, and which has caused a found sen- 

tion. After reciting the general tacts, the af - 
fidavit says: 

“ Deponent further says upon ioformation 
and belief, and charges the fact tu be, that the 
estate of said James P. Haskin wasin truth and 
in fact largely solvent at the time of his death, 
and that all his debts aad specitic legacies could 
and ought, by proper care, to have been paid in 
full out of his property and estate bequeathed 
for that purpose and exclusive of said trust es- 
tate, leaving said trust estate whole and uuim- 

. That upou a fur aud honest account- 
of suid estate and by said executors and 
trustees it will appees. as deponeant is informed 
and believes and charges the fact to be, that 
suid estate and the income therefrom have been 
grossly misappropriated and diverted from their 
props and legitimate purpose to the personal 
neut of the said exevutors and trustees, ur 
some of them, and their counsel aud friends, and 
that the foliowing are some of the items of mis- 
appropriation which will appear On such ac- 
cou nting—viz.:

MONSTER FOOTPRINTS. 


Curious Discoveries That Interest Sei- 
entists of the Pacific Coast. 
San Francisco Chronicle, Aug. &. 

An unusually large number of interested 
auditors was present last evening at the meet- 
ing of the Academy of Sciences. The walls of 
the apartment in which the meeting was held 
were hung with cloth diagrams of the mammoth 
footprints uvearthed within the walls ot the 
Nevada State Prison. The diagrams were ob- 
tained by rubbing lampblack over the prints, 
which were then pressed over with canvas and 
afterward printed, the work being uudertaken 
by C. Drayton Gibbes, Curator of Mineralogy, 
and Dr. H. W. Harkness, who were dispatched 
by the academy to undermine the Nevada peni- 
tentiary in the interest of science, their expenses 
being paid out of the Crocker fund for scientific 

b 


ron. . 
Dr. Harkness read the pa of the eveaias, 
maintaining that the footprints were of the pli- 
ocene period and antedated the present river 
system of the Sierras. The Nevada State Prison 
lies in a valley which bas an elevation of 4.300 
feet, and is fanked by the Sierras, the Wasave 
range. and the somewhat clevated range of bills 
in the Carson desert. This prison was built 
about twenty years ago on the extreme point of 
a hill, baving aa elevation of about sixty feet. 
This bill is formed of sandstone which has its 
origin in the detritus brougst by wind and 
water from the Sierras. ‘his point was chosen 
with a view of utilizing the labor of the convicis, 
and about an acre and three-quarters bave been 
removed to a depth varying from tifteen to 
thirty-two feet, showing the hill to be formed 
of layers of. sandstone, alternating with 
seams of clay. in lower stratum ex- 
posed by the workmen numerous fresh-water 
guelis of the genus A a are observed. 
At an elevadon of thirteen feet above these is 
found anower stratum, in which, in addition to 
the Anwdunta, are seen a species of / 
interesting study, from the fact that Clarence 
King reports ho tresh-water shells in the re- 
gion except one. The floor of the area bears 
evidence of baving been tilted at a period sub- 
sequent to ite deposition, and gives evidence of 
having been at one time the shore of some lake, 
local and isolated. 

There were found six series of tracks of man 
in regular order, and each showing, more or less 
plainiy, the imprint of a sandal. The tracks 
were made in a layer or sediment of perhaps 
two inchesin depth. Far below this layer is 
found the compact sandstone. In each instance 
the mud bas been raised by the ure of the 
foot iato a ridge, which entirely surrounded the 

reimt. This mud is only partially solidified, and 
s still faxy and casily broken ou exposure. In 
nearly all the toe pordon of the saudal is wen 
shown. Backward from the toe we generally find 
the impression of the outer sandal. The sau- 
dal is iound to be nineteen inches iu length, 
eight inches at the ball of the foot, while the 
heei is six inches iu breadth. In its outline the 
impression follows clearly the shape of the hu- 
man foot. The average length of the stride is 
two feet three inches, and the straddie eighteen 
inches. One marked feature to whicb attention 
was called was, that in ali these tracks the toes 
turn well outward, which is not, asa rule, the 
habit of the North American Indian.

Review of the Markets Yesterday. 

The markets were tame and steady yester- 
day. There was very little life in any de- 
partment except in oats. The prices of 
breadstuffs were a little off at the outset, but 
rallied, and closed very much the same as on 
Monday afternoon. The downward tendency 
in wheat futures was checked by a general 
demand for cash wheat, which took all that 
was offered at fully half a cent advance, 
though the reeeipts of the day showed some 
increase. The crowd was disposed to be 
bearish, and there were a few outside 
orders w keep up their courage, but they 
seemed afraid to sell for September at four 
cents below August, while there was very 
little discount on the longer futures. Corn 
was beared early, and went down about half 
a cent in consequence. Three or four local 
firms were offering to sell, and judging from 
their actions they didn’t want tosell so much 
as they wanted to depress prices. They 
hauled off towards 11 o’clock, and after 
that the market rallied with a moderate trad- 
ing, but mostly on local account, and 
a good deal of it in changing over 
from one month to the other. There was 
some talk about a big shortage for Septem- 
ber and November, and reports had it that 
a syndicate had picked up some 8,000, 000 or 
10,000,000. bushels for these months already, 
their idea being that the new corn will not 
be available, while the receipts of old corn 
will drop off after this month, the movement 
from first hands being largely to fill August 
sales in this*market, while there is very little 
corn going to other points, 

THE RECEIPTS OF OATS 

showed a further increase, being 401 car- 
loads, or not far from 325,000 bushels. The 
market winced a little under this infliction, 
but soon rallied. ‘The premium for cash oats 
over August had been reduced to a small 
quantity the previous day, so that the reason 
for a further decline was wanting. It is gen- 
erally supposed that all the oats that can 
come in this month will be needed to till the 
shorts already out for August, while the 
longer futures are now atsuch a big discount 
from this month that there was but little dis- 
position to bear them further. 

The rye market was quiet and steady. Bar- 
ley opened out at Monday’s prices, but de- 
clined one cent near the close.“ 

The provision market was very quiet, with 
little trading except on local account. The 
greatest strength was in pork, which is rela- 
lively low, and is now being taken freely by 
packers in other cities rather than in Chica- 

o for conversion into what are technically 
known as “pork strips”—that is, the pork 
is taken from the brine and hung up in the 
smoke-house for several days, aiter which it 
becomes as good bacon as any that is made, 
except that itisin smaller pieces than the 
ordinary bacon-cut.

A bill was filed in the Circuit Court yester- 
day by Eliza W. Barnes, W. B. Russell, A.

At the time she made her will 
Jared Gage, then Preident of the Fidelity 
Savings Bank, was her confidential adviser, 
had charge of all her property, the greater 
part of which had been loaned to him, and it 
is claimed he used undue influence to compel 
tir Barney to make the will she did. It is 
urther charged that the bequest to the bank 
is void for indefinitness, and also because the 
bank cannot accept such a trust, and that the 
charity intended is of a general, indefinit, 
and mere private nature, incapable of beimg 
carried out. For all these reasons complain- 
ants ask that the will be set aside, that the 
bequests under the codicil may be pald. and 
the remainder of the estate be dividedamong 
the heirs, and that George M. Gage may be 
compelled to account for whatever moneys 
he has received, 


Escott’s Pecaliar Case. 

William U. Escott, a Canadian defaulter, 
who has been held a prisoner for debt in the 
County Jail for upwards of two years, comes 
up this morning for a hearing before Judge 
Loomis in the County Court. Escott’s bl 
rather a peculiar case. He was arrested for 
the embezzlement of some $18,000 froma 
Canadian loan association, the Directors of 
which, being unable to extradite him, 
or to punish him in this country 
for a theft committed in Canada, con- 
tented themselves by casting him into 
prison as a debtor. They have paid 
his board regularly six mouths in advance 
ever since his incarceration in the early sum- 
mer of 1880, and one of the Directors is re- 
ported to be so vindictive as to say repeat- 
edly that Escott should be kept a prisoner 
the remainder of bis natural life; and that 
though every other Director would consent 
to his discharge, he still would hold out 
against them, and though death should first 
come upon him there would be found in his 
will a provision for the coutinued payment 
of Escott’s board-bill in the debtors’ 
prison. It is Escott’s misfortune that 
the law of this State, unlike that of 
most other States in the Union places no 
limitations upon the insolvent debtor’s act, 
and the poor unfortunate who finds himself 
in its meshes, charged at the same time with 
fraud, as was Escott, may be kept behind the 
bars as long as his prosecutor may feel dis- 
posed to pay his board bill. ost of the 
lawyers at the bar are familiar with the facts 
in Eseott’s case, and they are all agreed that 
there was never originally any such intent 
in the law as the purposes to which these 
Canadian gentlemen have turned it. The law 
permits an insolvent debtor to schedule out in 
the County Court, but should the other side 
allege fraud in the debt a jur 
pass upon the fraud, and should they find 
the debtor guilty he must be remanded to 
prison. Mr. Elliott, a young attorney, has 
had the courage to take up Escott’s case, and 
despite the desperate look of the case he 
hopes for success. Should the venture re- 
sult disastrously the next Legislature will be 
asked to correct this manifest discrepancy 
and omission in the law. 


An Alleged Faithless Partner. 

John E. Osgood filed a bill yesterday in 
the Circuit Court against his partner, 
Michael C. McGuire, and Justice Demars, 
and Constable J. E. Armitage, to restrain them 
from prosecuting an attachment suit against 
him. He says that in March last McGuire 
falsely represented that he was a student 
learned in the law and a person of good 
moral character, and proposed to go into 
partnership in the law business. Complain- 
ant consented andthe business was carried 
on until July, when Osgood moved to Fort 
Edward, N Osgood now charges that 
McGuire has illegally appropriat- 
ed about three-fourths of the net 
proceeds of the business, for which 
he refuses to account. Shortly after the dis- 
solution ofthe partnership McGuire also be- 
gan an attachment suit against complainant 
before Justice Demars, claiming $200. A 
writ was issued and complalvant’s valuable 
law library seized and illegally turned over 
to McGuire, The latter has divided it up 
into several lots and concealed them in va- 
rious places, and now declares that he will 
burn or destroy them before complainant 
shall get them again. Osgood therefore asks 
that the defendants who are charged with 
conspiracy may be eompelled to account for 
the books, and that McGuire may be re- 
Strained from prosecuting the attachment 
suit. An injunction was issued by Judge 
Barnum as asked. 


A Persecuted Individual. 

A. W. Bergener filed a bill yesterday set- 
ting out that on the 14th of June last he was 
arrested at the instance of one Maggie Len- 
non on a charge of bastardy. Thecase was 
heard in July, and, after a long trial, he was 
fully acquitted. Another warrant was 
then sworn out against him, but 
when he showed fight and ap- 
peared for trial the proceedings were 
dismissed, A few days ago still a third suit 
of the same kind was begup against him, and 
Maggie threatens to either drive him out of 
town or compel him to buy her off.

The wind had long since changed, and was 
now blowing from the southwest, and great 
ylack clouds had ina mist-ic way been drawn 
across the blue sky, obscuring the sun, and 
almost preventing the possibility of our hav- 
ing a good view from the mountain-top. As 
the cold, drizzling rain commenced to fall, 
both ladies and gentlemen donned their 
water-proofs. 

The Fabyan House, just across the street 
from the depot, looked beautiful and invit- 
ing.

ABOUT ITS CONSTRUCTION. 
The railroad is the invention of Sylvester 
Marsh, now a resident of Littleton, N. II., 
but. it my memory serves me correctly, he 
was but & score of years ago a resident of the 
City of Chicago. Chicagoans may remember 
him by means of his invention, manufactur 
and operation of what was known and calle: 
Marsh’s caloric eorn-drying machine. Not- 
withstanding much ridicule, obloquy, and as- 
sertions that he migut construct a railroad to 
the moon if he wanted to, the Legislature of 
New Hampshire granted a charter to a com- 
pany for the purpose of allowing them to 
build the road. It was completed in 1869. 
The noticeable peculiarity of the road is 
a om between the two outside 
rails. This is constructed by placing bars of 
iron upright and parallel to each other, 
held ap and together by wrought-iron 
pins, which in their turn are held in their 
places by the parallel straps of iron. These 
wrought-iron bars are about three inches 
wide and half an inch thick: and the pins are 
about one and one-half inches in diameter, 
placed at intervals of four or four anda 
half inches, The cogs of the locomotive 
drive-wheel travel between and over these 
bars, the locomotive by this means pulls 
itself and the car-front of it up the mountain, 
and holds it from going down too fast when 
descending; while in both cases the other 
wheels run on the outer or outside rails. The 
engineer asseried that the appliances for 
stopping and holding the train are well-nigh 
perfect; and, judging of it by the facility with 
which stoppages were made at the several 
water-tanks during the ascent, his statement 
is correct. Both friction and atmospheric 
brakes are employed; and the velocity of de- 
scentis wholly regulated by them, without 
the use of steam. It is said that each engine 
weighs six tons; that it is of fifty horse-power, 
and of such construction that, for the pur- 
pose for which it is used, it has an available 
power equivalent to 200 horse-power. When 
the train is in motion, the locomo- 
tive is always placed at the down end of 
the car—when making the ascent of 
the mountain, shoving the car up: and hold- 
ing the car back when waking the descent. 
je each car also, there ls attached a dog- 
rag, or following lever, which, in case of 
accident, would fall between the cogs in the 
cog-rail and form a brace to hold the car 
from going down.

Proceedings of the Forestry Congress at 
Montreal. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tridune. 

MonTREAL, Aug. 22.—The Society for the 
Promotion of Agricultural Sclence resumea 
its proceedings this morning, with W. J. 
Beale in the chair. Among the members of 
the association who arrived last night were 
W. H. Brewer, Professor of the Agri 
cultural College and Secretary of the Board 
of Control of the Connecticut Agricultural 
Experiment Station; G. C. Caldwell, Profes- 
sor of Agriculture and Analytical Chemistry, 
Cornell University; J. H. Comstock, Pro- 
fessor of Entomology, Cornell University; 
A. J. Cook, Professor of Zodlogy and Ento- 
mology, Michigan Agricultural College, 
President of the American Bee-Keepers’ As- 
sociation. 

Mr. J. K. Ward read a paper to show the 
importance of preserving our forests. He 
stated that at present the production of lum- 
ber in Canada amounted to 2,000, 000, 000 feet 
per annum and 12,000,000 saw logs 18x12 
inches. Nine-tenths of this lumber is ex- 

yrted, giving a return of some $25,000,000. 
Che quantity of timber land now in Canada 
was something like 50,000,000 acres of land, 
and at the present rate of production’ this 
quantity of timber would last for about fifty 


years. 

The President, the Hon. Mr. Loring, Com- 
missioner of Agriculture of the United 
States, having arrived, took the chair and de- 
livered a most interesting address to the del- 
ezates on the conserving and extending of the 
forests of the United States and Canada. 

Dr. Charles Mohr read the papers of the 
committee of the last meeting of the Congress 
upon the injuries caused by forest fires, enum- 
erating the various causes.

The Hon. Mr. Joly moved that itis the duty 
of this Congress to draw earnestly the at- 
tention of the Government to the necessity 
of protecting effectually the public forests 
against fires.

HOLIDAYS AT STAMBOUL. 


How Turkey Celebrated the Sultan’s 
Birthday—Coastantinople Liluminated 
— Departure of the Sacred Camel on 
the Pilgrimage to Mecca. 
CONSTANTINOPLE, July 6.—As I glided 

about the Bosphorus in a caique on the night 

of the Fourth of July it seemed asif the Ot- 
toman Empire had been annexed by Uncle 

Sam. To see Constantinople illuminated is 

to receive an impression that must last for a 

lifetime. The tapering minarets of St. 

Sophia, together with all the vast forest of 

minarets of all the mosques of Stamboul and 

Scutari, were festooned with dazzling gar- 

lands, composed of tens of thousands of lan- 

terns. The Seraglio Point, the Tower of 

Leander, the ships in the Golden Horn, and 

all the palaces, kiosks, and villas that 

line both the European and Asiatic shores 
of the Bosphorus, as far as the Black Sea, 
were resplendent with fairylike illumina- 
tions, which the water again tremblingly re- 
flected with fantastic brilliancy. A profus- 
ion of rockets and feux de joie” of every 
color in the rainbow seemed to reveal the 
mysterious interiors of harems and imperial 
gardens, while martial music resounded 
from every side. No one can have any con- 


- ception of the sovereign beauty of Constauti- 


nople who has not seen it illuminated. The 
reason why the City of Constantine thus ap- 
peared in holiday attire on the Glorious 


Fourth“ is explained by the following co- 
incident: “The lich day of the Mohamme- 
dan month of Shaban happened this year to 
fall on the 4th of July. As the 17th of Sha- 
ban is the present Sultan’s birthday, it also 
happened that his Imperial Majesty Abdul 
Hamid Khan celebrated his 40th birthday on 
the anniversary of our National independ- 


ence. ‘ 

Last Sunday I witnessed another féte, the . 
origin of which goes back to the good old 
days of the earliest khalifs. A salute of 101 
guns from the forts of the Bosphorus and the 
shrill notes of the Imams as they sung their 
afternoon prayers announced that the sacred 
caravan had left the Sultan’s palace and was 
on its march to Mecca. An enormous crowd 
—composed principally ot Turkish and Cir- 
cassian women, who take advantage ot every 
féte to quit the solitude of the harem and 
show themselves to the admiring public— 
lined the road from Yildiz Kiosk to the sta- 
tion of Kabatasch on the Bosphorus, where 
the caravan embarks on steamers and is con- 
veyed to the piains of Haidar Pasha, in 
Asia Minor, whence, after a few days’ rest, 
the caravan sets out for Mecca. At the 
head of the procession was the Mustadji- 
bachi, covered from head to foot in gold em- 
broidered cloth, and bearing in his right hand, 
which he raised above his head, the Sultan’s 
autograph letter to the Grand Shereef of 
Mecca. The imporial letter was inclosed in 
a green silk bag embroidered with gold and 
silver, and from which the letter must not 
be removed until its destination is reached. 
Behind the Mustadji-bachi came the Sheik- 
ul-Islam, mounted upon asnow-white Arab 
stallion from the Hedjaz. The bridle of the 
steed of the Sheik-ul-lslam was studded with 
jewels, and the green silk and gold trappings 
aud hangings of the saddie-cioth trailed on 
the ground, The Sheik-ul-Islam was sur- 
rounded by the ulema iu their light colored 
robes and white and green turbans. Then 
came the high functionaries of the palace 
and the Pashas in full gala uniforms, attend- 
ed by their aides-de-camp, These dignitaries 
were followed by about 200 Imams, with 
their heads wrapped up in enormous white 
turbans and — religious hymns and 
vesper of the Koran. 

Now comes the hero of the féte—the sacred 
camel—bearing upon his back the jeweled 
chest containing the Sultan's presents to the 
keepers of the Holy Places. Seven enormous 
plumes of ostrich feathers ornamented this 
noble animal’s head, and bis muzzle is con- 
cealed in a silk bag embroidered with gold 
lace and pearls. He seems to be proud of his 
precious burden and advances with measured 
steps in order the better to appreciate the 
homage of the crowd who press about him. 
This favored quadruped may, moreover, well 
be proud, for he is never again required to 
bear any more burdens nor appear in any 
more ceremonies. The remainder of his 
days are to be passed in the marble stable 
adjoining the Mosque of Tophanch, where, 
in company with his favored col- 
leagues who in past years have borne 
the imperial chest to Mecca, he. has 
nothing to do but eat and amuse himself and 
be waited upon by the Sultan’s grooms. In 
the good old days the imperial chest used to 
contain a good round sum of money, besides 
diamonds valued at several hundred thou- 
gand dollars. But times have changed, and 
the chest now contains merely a few thou- 
sand dollars in gold, a few gold vases worked 
in filigree, some silk garinents, and delicate

A WONDERFUL CAVE. 


Subterranean Rooms and Passages for 
More than Eight Miles. 
Cencinnatt Enquirer. 

WIr Rock, Pu., Aag. 15.—The Enquirer cor- 
respondent concluded, in company with an ad- 
venturous young student, to explore the hole 
known as Delauey's Cave, situated ten miles 
southeast of Uniontown. Glad to escape alive 
from such a place, here is an aecount of the 

trip: 

The entrance to the cave is nearly on the top 
of the mountain back of Fairchance Furnace, 
and distdnt some seven miles from White 
Rock, where poor Polly Williams was 80 crueliy 
murdered by her lover in 1801, and which 
caused 80 great an excitement through- 
out that country. The hole through which 
we bad to pass to gain admission to the cave is 
about five feet square on the outer edge and 
funnél-shaped. The way leads down at an 
angie of forty degrees, and is very rough. Issu- 
ing from the mouth of the cave is a continuous 
current of cold air, so chilly as to almost neces- 
sitate the wearing of an Overcoat on one’s per- 
son. Emerging from the fundel's neck at a dis- 
tance of some fifty feet from the mouth, one 
finds himself in a room about twenty by sixty, 
and twenty-five feetin hight. The floor of this 
room is level, but now littered with pieces of 
rock which have falien from the roof. Passing 
on through a narrow passageway about five 
feet in length we next come toa circular room, 
some eighty feet ia diameter. In this 
room there is a most excellent 
spring of ice-cold water, so pure and good 
to the taste that one longs for it now as 
he thinks of it. Fastening one end of a ball of 
twine to the wall in this room, the tourist can 
now proceed in safety; but if he is rash enough 
to neglect this precaution he may rest assured 
that his fate, if he be not sought for by outside 
friends, will be that which awaited Crain and 
Merrifield, and which overtook the poor mortal 
whose bones lie scattered in the little room some 
six miles further on. 

Leaving the circular room, the way again be- 
comes very rocky and steep, déscending at dan 
angle of about thirty de and not more than 
four feet high. Gradually the way lessens until 
there is barely room for one to crawl along on 
his bands and knees. At length, after travers- 
ing about 200 feet in this way, the tired explorer 
emerges into a most beautiful avenue about 
1000 feet in length. Through it runs a 
stream of water with sufficient force and 
in sufficient volume to uce water- 
power tor an ordinary flour- mili. 
Where this stream of water goes I can 
not tell. It disappears through a Hole in the 
Wall.“ and we see no more of it. At the end of 
this avenue are sev leading off in 
different directions. Tyms ourselves to another 
bail of twine we started resolutely on through 
the largest opening. After passing through sev- 
eral rooms varying in dimensions from twenty 
to eighty feet square, and after us up several 
more balls of twine,we came to one of the grana- 
est natural caverns ever dreamed of by man. It 
made one think of the day of the Arabian 
Nights, and some of the caverns into which 
Aladdin penetrated. Ris in majestic splendor 
from a floor as smooth as slate, columns of rock 
stand more than a hundred feet high, support- 

a roof which listened like shimmering steel 
as the light from our huge torches lit up tae in- 
closure. This room was some or feet in 
breadth, and appeared to be fully 1,000 feet in 
length. Opening from this buge, mighty 
room are many smaller ones, as though titted 
up for bedrooms for the goblins, which one al- 
most ex pects to see starting out from the shadow 
of the buge pillars. In one of these rooms, a 
smal! one at the further side, over against the 
passageway through which we had come, are 
scattered the bones of Wat at one time certainly 
was a human being, and a dog. The bones of 
the human body are scattered, many gone. The 
humerus, femur, bones Of the skull, part of the 
tivia, and teeth were piainly recoguized as thuse 
Maybe some Indian hunter

Leaving this apartment the curious seeker for 
knowledge goes on and still further down. No 
marked change from that which bas been seen 
is to be met with, and after traveling through 
these strange, silent passages, situated a mile 
beneath the surface of the ground, for eight 
miles or more, and spending eleven hours in 
them, tired and sore, we return, pausing only 
long enough to eugra ve Our names iu the sott 
sandstones piled promiscuously around. All 
vainglorious mortais do this, we presume, and, 
as it’s just the thing, of course we do 80 too. 

This cave is without doubt one of the most 
wonderful in the world. It is situated about ten 
miles southeast of Uniontown, and is visited by 
many curiosity-seekers, who can be guided to 
tne entrance at the top of the mountain by any 
of the dwellers at Fairohance Furnace, Fayette 
County, Pa.

SLOW TO DIE. 


A Young Woman Who Breathed Her 
Last on Friday Was Not Certainly 
Dead Till Vesterday. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 

CINCINNATI, O., Aug. 22.—Late last night 
the body of Alice Linkmeyer, the Sharon- 
ville school-teacher, whom it was thought 
had been buried in a trance, was taken from 
the vaultin the Westchester Cemetery and 
carried back to the home of her parenfs. The 
young woman was taken sick the first of last 
week with cholera-morbus. She died, as it 
was supposed, on Friday, and the funeral oc- 
curred on Sunday. The village undertaker 
said he thought her appearance too lifelike 
to risk a thorough freezing of the remains or 
an immediate burial. The body was conse- 
quently taken to the vault in the cemetery at 

Westchester. After a funeral service on 

Sunday, which was attended by an immense 

throng of people, the sexton and a number 

of neighbors volunteered to keep a close 
watch of the remains, to see if signs of life 
returned. Until dark the face would be 
flushed at times, and again real pale. With 
the light of a lantern they continued their 
watch after night, and were much surprised 
to notice a constant change in the color of 
the face, which finally settled into a deep 
red, as it is now. Several times the 
sexton and his helpers thought she was 
about to revive. Yesterday the face retained 
the sawe strange appearance, and intense in- 
terest in the case was waunifested by the peo- 

le for miles around. After taking the body 

ack again to the home of the girl’s parents, 
an examination of the remains was at once 
made by Drs. Streeter and Smizer, who used 

a galvanic battery upon the body, and made 

various other tests to ascertain whether the 

vital spark had fled. The tests failed to re- 
veal the least sign of life. Todav they made 
other efforts to restore her, but all failed, and 
they decided that the woman was certainly 
dead. The excitement in the village is un- 
bounded. The place is filled with people from 
all the surrounding neighborhood, and a large 
crowd surrounds the house eager to 
learn the least particulars of the affair, The 
young woman still has all the appearance of 

ife. The cheeks have a - healthful 

low, and the limbs are but slightly rigid. 

o the casual observer she seems like a per- 

son in a feverish sleep. This afternoon a 
slight trace of decomposiuen was noted 
bout the finger tips, and it was reluctantly 
admitted by all that she was dead. he 
theory now is that she did not die until after 
her funeral, which occurred on Sunday.

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STEALING AN APPLE. 


A Young Man Shot for Stealing an Ap- 
pie Out of an Orchard. 

Port JERvViIs, N. I., Aug. 22.—This after- 
noon Jesse Mandeville, an employé on the 
farm of Mark Van Etton, near this place, 
was shot and fatally injured by an eccentric 
old farmer named Philip Etting. Mandeville 
was walking past Etting's orchard and 
jumped over the fence to pick an apple from 
the ground. Etting saw him and fired, hit- 
ting Mandeville in the back, below the re- 
gion of the heart. The doctors say he can- 
not live. He is 23 years of age, and is known 
to be a quiet and inoffensive young man. 
Etting shot the hand off a tramp who was 
trespassing on his property about four 
months ago, and some twelve months since 
he locked himself up for three months in a 
garret to escape a judgment of $6,000, al- 
though he is one of the wealthiest men here- 
abouts. Etting immediately disappeared 
after the shooting.

At a late 
hour that evening Mr. McFarland heard a 
crating noise at his bedroom window, and 
— hw mping from his bed he peered out 
and espitd the iorm of a bareter working 
away at the window with a knife, the intent 
being to throw back the catch, raise the win- 
dow, and enter. Ile worked away for some 
time, and during the interim Mr. McFarland 
opened the back door and went out into the 
yard where the man was at work. The com- 
motion oecasioned by the opening of the dour 
caused the burglar to quit his work. IIIs 
pal, who was keeping watch on the sidewalk, 

saw McFarland in his night-elothes, gave the 
alarm and pair beat a hasty retreat. but 
not until

He retired Monday evening 
somewhat earlier than usual, wid slept with- 
out being disturbed until about 2 o’clock yes- 
terday morning. The window in Mr. Trude’s 
room fronts on Wabash avenue, and is 
of thick French glass. A mosqulto- 
netting was placed on the outside of the 
window, and before retiring the window was 
— down but not fastened, as is usual. 
leavy blinds are placed on the inside, and 
these were closed all but one section, yo 
was thrown open to admit a ray of light. 
awakening Mr. Trude heard a low, — 
sound on the blinds, and for a moment 
waited in suspense. A cool breeze per- 
meated the room, and knowing that the win- 
dow was closed he thought all was not right. 
In another instant the dark visage of a bure- 
lar was seen looking through the open sec- 
tion of the blinds, and with commendable 
coolness Trude called to his wife: “Give 
me the revolver; I see aman.”

The Tonnage of Vessels. 

On the 5th inst. Congress passed the law pro- 
viding for certain deductions from the gross 
tonnage of all United States vessels. The law 
is a very important one. The following is an 
extract from the circular issued by Assistant- 
Secretary-of-the-Treasury French, and initorms 
vessel-owners just what they are entitled to 
have deducted from the gross tonnage of their 
vessels: 


That from the gross tonnage of every vessel of 
the United States there shall be deducted the 
tonnage of the spaces or compartments occupied 
by or appropriated to the use of the crew of the 
véssel, but the deduction for crew-space shail 
not. in any case, exceed per centum of the 
gross tonnage. And in ev ery such vessel pro- 
pelled by steam or other power requiring engine- 
room there shail ajso be deducted from the gross 
tonnage of the vessel the tonnage of the space or 
spaces occupied by or required to be inclosed 
for the proper working of the boilers and ma- 
chinery, including the shaft trunk or alley in 
screw steamers, with the addition in the case of 
vessels propelled with paddle-wheels of 50 per 
centum, and in the case of vessels propelled b 
screws Ot 75 per centum of the tonnage of suc 
space, but in no case shall the deductions from 
the gross ny exceed 50 per centum of such 
tonnage; and the proper deductions from the 
gross tonnage having been made, the remainder 
ehall be deemed the net or register tonnage of 
such veseels. 

Owners or masters of vessels should make im- 
mediate application at the custom-house of 
their bome port for the measurement of the ex- 
empted spaces and for correction of their 
marine documents ota ** The charge for 
measuring each space will be 51.50, but no 
charge will be made for inserting the deduc- 
tions in the documents.

From a gentleman who returned recently 
from a business trip through Eastern Ken- 
tucky an Enquirer reporter yesterday 
learned the details of one of those atrocious 
murders which oceur toe often in that sec- 
tion. On Monday, Aug. 7, the day of the last 
election, his story runs, an old feud, orig- 
inating from childish quarrels, broke out, 
and the result was the kill of one 
man in self-defense and the cold- 
blooded murder of three others. The 
scene was at the polls at the mouth 
of Blackberry, in Pike County, about 
twenty-five miles from Pikeville. In that 
section are two families, the Chatfields and 
the McLoys, with numerous relations. The 
Chatfields are the most numerous, and phys- 
ically are the larger, the McLoys being small 
in stature. On the day of election one of the 
Chatfield clan approached a young man of 
the McLoy family, and, swaggering up to 
him, said: “Jim MeLoy, you don’t vote 
here today unless you Me ik as I do,

With this warning the bully swaggered off.

Then 
with powerful blows he slashed Chatfield 
across the breast from shoulder to wafst and 
again in the otner direction, then across the 
abdomen, Ile must have driven the * 
long blade, hilt-deep, through clothing 
flesh at least twenty times before Chatfield 
fell. Each cut could be heard tipping its 
way * cloth and flesh and grating on 
the bonesina ped Hesh wey. Cut to pieces, 
a mass of ts teed tle blood, with his 
bowels gushi his knees, Chatfield fell 
to the ground. o neun thus horribly 
wounded, the man lived for three hours and 
a half. 

McLoy fled a short distance, a fusilade of 
bullets . him, Sat he escaped un- 
hurt. Turning fac the Chattiekls, 
who had em ned r pistols, he said: 
“Gentlemen, I believe I wae in Tight. I 
defended myself. 1 give myself up.“ 

It was a terrible crowd to surrender him- 
self to. Nearly all around him were of the 
Chatfield clan—hardly a friend within sight. 
A younger brother was present, bat was 
powerless, except to lay down nis own life to 
satisfy the savage thirst for blood. No 
representative of law was there, and if he 
had been, his office would have ma 
mockery. The man to whom he surrendered 
himself was an uncle of the slain man, and 
when McLoy gave up his knife this man 
took it, and said: I've a great mind to chug 
it into you.“ 

In an instant five men jumped at the dis- 
armed prisoner, and grabbed hin by the 
throat, or shoulder, or wherever y could 
lay their hands, and five pistol-balls whizzed 
past his head. These men were crowded to- 

ther too closely, or were „ from 
— for none of the balls struck MeLo 17 
Others took him from his infuriated assail 
ants, but with no intention of preserving his 
life, not even for the farce of atrial, as the 
sey tte showed, 

Sick with this savage scene, our infermant 
left the immediate vicinity, but learned a few 
days afterward, from a trustworthy source, 
of the subsequent events in this t ody. 
McLoy’s captors took him across Tur iver 
into West Virginia. Afraid that the authori- 
ties of that State would be better enforcers 
of the law than those of their own, they re- 
turned with him on that or the next day. 
They had apparently made up their winds to 
a policy of extermination. They sent out 
parties and brousht in MeLoy's two brothers, 
aged respectively 20 and 18 years. Letit be 
remarked rigtt here that the second brother 
had been guilty of no other offense than be- 
ing resent when the killing occurred, while 

5 bey of 18 was not only not present, but 
— never taken any part in the feud be- 


tween the two sets of men, either by word or 


eed. 

"Haven captured the three boys, the party 
struck torthe woods.

THE “BAD LANDS” 


of Montana. l want to say right here that this 


name of bad lands is toa large extent mis- 
lending. The name as rendered by the old 
French pioneers was “mauvaises terres pour 
trausverser, which expresses the character of 
the couutry exactly. These lands are hard to 
get over it is true, but in the valicys the sweet 
wild grass grows liuxuriantiy. The cow- 
boys tell of cattle leit in these valleys 
to stand the rigors of a Montana winter, and 
they solemnly declare that the cattle came out 
in the spring well and hearty. In many places 
the pasturage is of the very best quality, and 


these so-called“ bad lands must ultimately be- 
come the home of thousands of sturdy cattle. 


In the river valleys there are already many large 


herds, and farther south are countiess numbers. 


The country from Bismarck to the Little Mis- 


souri River is almost entirely devoid of fuel, 
and it is to these bad lands the settiers are look- 
ing for relief. Along the line of the road may 


be seen inexhaustibie beds of coal. This is the 
lignite or coal of the tertiary period, which 


is much ſuterior to the carboniferous strata. 


It will not do for locomotives, aithough the 


Northern Pacific Company is now using it, mix- 
ing it in equal quantities with the better grades 
of soft coal.

It burns clear without ashes, but does not give 


out much beat, and hence itis somewhat of a 


failure 80 far as locomotives are concerned.

I was told that with proper grates 


the lignite bad been successfully used in stoves, 


and if that be so, the perplexing fuel question 


in Northern Dakota will be satisfactor- 
ily solved, for the whole of the Dako- 
ta and Montana bad lands seem to be 
rich with lignite seams, which are broad and 
very easily worked. In a country where the 
mercury goes down outof sight in the winter 
‘uel is an important consideration.

THE STEELE AND DALRYMPLE FARMS, 


and at other points along the road we secured 
some samples of those wonderful growths of oats 


and wheat which have already described. At 
the Dalrymple Farm they were cutting a eld of 


640 acres of oats, which were of not more 


than average quality. In other parts of 
the farm | saw some wheat which looked 
thin and poor, but as a whole the crops 


on the Dalrymple Farm are about average. 


I was told that the Dalrymples had not done any 
too well this year, Wut they express themselves 
as perfectly satistied. They noon that some of 
the wheat will not go over twelve bushels to the 
acre, owing to the wet spring, but expect an 
average for 28,000 acres of wheat of twenty 
bushels tothe acre. Oats, of which they have 


2,000 acres, they place at sixty bushels to the 


acre. 

From the best estimates I can gather there 
were in Northern Dakotain 1881 about 45,000 
acres in wheat. At sixteen busitels to the acre 
this wonld give a crop of 7,200,000 bushels. This 
yeat lam satisfied that the 9 of Northern 
Dakota and the Red Kiver Valley will be over 
12,000,000 bushels. The reports from all sides are 
practically unanimous of a crop such as 
was never seen before. A great 
amountof land which was. broken up last year 
is now producing wheat,and many farnters 
bave gone into wheat more extensively than 
ever. The crop of oats is hard to figure on, for, 
as lexplained ina previous letter, it is chiefly 
held for home consumpnon. It, too, however, 
will be phenomenally large. We found but lit- 
tle bariey in the Territory, at which | was sur- 
yrised, as it grows easily, ripens early, and of- 
ers quite as many prospects of large profits a 
does wheat. The estimates on the wheat cro 
of the whole of Dakota range all the way from 
20,000,000 to 35,000,000 busheis, according to the 
degree of enthusiasm of one’s informant and 
the influence of local prejudices. A con- 
servative estimate would be 25,000,000 bushels, 
or something less than the crop of Minnesota. 
The weather during our journey through the 
wheat belt bas been about as favorable as could 
be desired, and the present indications are that 
the crop will be harvested in good condition. 
The tarmers were generally cutting Oats, ana 
expected to do the heavy work in the wheat- 
ficids this week. 


found a score of dirty squaws, two score of 
dirtier children, a pack of yelping curs, and a 
few lonesome bucks, who lounged about in soli- 
tary magnificence and unique indifference. I 
talked with a squaw who rolled out the musica 
Sioux syllables trippingly, with the remarkable 
addition of a rien Milesian brogue, the Celtic 
and the Dakota mingling in strange confusion. 
Beside bis mother stood a little copper-colored 
boy whose nether garments were more honored 
in the breach than in the observance, whose en- 
tire attention was given up to the difficult task 
of holding on to the remains of his trowsers with 
one band and catching pennies with the other. 
The dusky men and maidens of the forest were 
remarkably well damesticated, and were inter- 
esting enough to detain our party until twilight 
warned us to burry back tothe train. 

Tne cars were rapidly switching about, and 
we started

baiting at Winnipeg only fora few miautes in 
the middle of the nignt. When we woke up in 
the morning we were 100 miles east of Winni- 

g., on the main line of the Canadian Pacific 

tailroad. in tne night we had rushed out 
of the swamps and were now curving 
around his through sharp cuts biown 
out of the solid.“ glistening graunit. 
We hardly needed to be told that this portion of 
the road was built by the Goveroment. The 
country is harsh and desolate. Red and black 
granit crops out from the bDilis, and gloomy 
pines crown their summits. The re- 
deeming feature is the myriad of clear, 
crystal lakes. Where valleys ou gbt 
to be was only water. We passed hundreds of 
these land-locked Jakes, reflecting the granit 
piles and green foliage in their clear surfaces. 
Occasionally we whirled around a lonely logging 
camp. The only living thing for a stretch of 
many miles was a shaggy bear leisurely strug- 
giing over the bills and looking back angrily at 
the train which had invaded his solitudes. 

Without a moment's 3 the train went 
thundering along atrestie built directly above 
a foaming, dollmg cataract. To the south of us 
was the Lake of the Woods, dotted with its 
thousands of wooded islands. while under 
as its waters were dashing over ledges and 
through the gorges 48 they forced their way into 
Winnipeg River on their voyage to the frozen 
depths of Hudson Bay. It was a wonderful con- 
trast that—the calm waters of the placid lake on 
the right and the foaming cataract on the left. 
We took a ride on the lake and dodged the islets 
in a little nameless steamer whose wheezy snorts 
sounded strangely on those lonely waters which 
but lately bave been opened up to civilization. 
When the little craftreached Rat Portage, as the 
town is called, there was a solemn christening, 
and now the Mary Hatch” of the Lake of the 
bb ey will preserve the memory of our visit 

ere. 

The party arrived back in Winnipeg at dusk. 
The gentiemen were entertained at the 
Manitoba Club by Mr. Van Horne and Gen. 
Hammond, and the ledies by Mrs. Sutherlana. 
At 4 o'clock this morning the train was started 
homeward. The trip from Chicago and return. 
will make our 4,000 miles of travel. Every mile 
of this has has been enjoyable, and as this is the 
last letter I can write it is proper for me to make 
the acknowledgments in behalf of the party to 
the different railroad officials who extended us 
so many courtesies, to the hospitable people 
who entertained us, and above all to Mr. E. J. 
Westiake, the Commissary of the Northern Pa- 
cific Railroad, who accompanied us on the entire 
2 and did much to make it a success. Never 
did a party of tourists receive more courtesies, 
and never were they more appreciated.
